You should have a definite place 
to put them, and a place to use 
them. A workbench is the place. 

My first workbench was in the 
garage. You'll see a lot of them in 
garages today—they are first work- 
benches. On winter evenings when 
you want to work at your bench, 
the garage is cold. True, you 
usually have more room, but 
you'll do better work if you get 
inside where it’s warm. 

The bench’should be not more 
than 35 inches from the floor. If 
you think you want it lower, go 
ahead, but don’t make it any 
higher. 

The bench should be built of 


~ 2-inch lumber. If you make it 2214 


inches wide, you'll avoid a lot of 
rip-sawing. Four 2x6’s or two 
2x12’s will do it—you never get 
full width in lumber. You can 
make the bench narrower, de- 
pending on available space, but 
get 22% inches if you can. The 
length depends entirely on the 
space you have; I’ve never seen a 
workbench too long. 


Bunpinc a bench is a simple 
matter. You can buy one already 
made downtown, but I think you 
would get more kick out of build- 
ing your own. Remember you will 
be doing a lot of work on it. It will 
soon be an old friend. 

Begin by pegging supports onto 
the wall. You will need two up- 


right 2x4’s for each 4 feet of bench 
length. You'll also need a star 
drill. It isn’t expensive. Get one 
54 to 34 of an inch in diameter— 
no smaller. They are about 14 
inches long. 

Pick out the general spot on the 
wall where you want your pegs. 
If you have a brick or block wall, 
drill your holes in the mortar; it’s 
a bit easier going and holds just as 
well. Bore holes of the same diam- 
eter as your drill in the 2x4’s; then 
use your drill to mark the exact 
spot on the wall for the holes. 
Pound on the drill, twisting as you 
go. This part of the job takes 
patience, but you don’t have far 
to go. Two inches is deep enough 
for the hole. 

Now whittle a piece of wood 
about 6 inches long. The 2 inches 























at one end of this peg should be 
just the size of the hole in the 
mortar, the rest of the peg slightly 
larger. With a saw cut a slit *4 
inch deep in the smaller end and 
fit a wedge into it. As you pound 
on the peg, the wedge will spread

the slit so the peg can’t come out. 
Drive your pegs, with the wedges 
in them, thru the holes in the 
2x4’s and on into the wall. Then 
saw off the protruding end of the 


g. 

All the time you are doing this, 
use your level to be sure the 2x4 
supports are upright. 

Now cut two 2x4’s into lengths 
of 2134 inches—not 22% inches. 
Using a 10-penny nail, attach 
these lengths to the top of your 
pegged support at the back and to 
the 2x4 support at ‘the front. At 
this point be sure your floor is level. 
If you’re working in a laundry on 
a floor with a drain, you'll have to 
compensate for the slope. Nothing 
can cause you more grief in your 
workshop than a workbench that is 
not level horizontally or in width. 

These 2x4’s form the frame for 
your bench. Strengthen it by nail- 
ing 2x4’s halfway up the uprights, 
either in between or on the sides. 
These also give you a rack on 
which to place odd-sized bits of 
lumber. 

Now nail your 2x6’s or 2x12’s on 
top, and you have a bench. 

Your bench surface will overlap 
the supports by 34 of an inch. Fin- 
ish off by nailing a 1x12 along the 
edge under the bench top. Do the 
same thing on both ends if you 
want to. 

About 14 inches above your 
bench, peg another 2x4 horizontal- 
ly. Nail a 1x6 on top of this, and 
you have a shelf of convenient 
height. Support it with angle irons 
or small three-cornered pieces of 
wood. If you use angle irons, screw 
them onto the shelf before you nail 
it on the wall. It’s easier. 

An ordinary piece of clothesline, 
nailed in loops along the edge of 
your shelf, will hold down your 
screwdriver, chisels, etc. Two nails 
partly driven in and 1% inches 
apart will take care of any ham- 
mer. Hang your saws on a big 
spike at the end of the bench. A 
small box with an open top will 
hold your pencils. Nail it down.

ur kitchen was a sight! 


Butit’s a sight for sore eyes since we 


eompleted our remodeling project 
By Ruth and Vie Stiver 


Ir YOU have ever walked into a prospector’s cabin in Alaska, 
deserted for years, youll know what we faced. The house we 
remodeled in Dublin, Ohio, had long been vacant. Windows 
had been left open, allowing squirrels free rein. The kitchen, 
filled with antiquated equipment, was our toughest job. 

We began by knocking out the wall between kitchen and 
porch. We replaced it with a long counter with large windows 
above. From the porch, now glassed in, comes enough light to 
keep the kitchen cheerful. 

We put fluorescent lights under all cabinets. Inside the cab- 
inets are refrigerator-type lights which turn on when the doors 
are opened. A floodlight is spotted over the sink 

Range and sink are separated by a worktable with large 
drawers. Another worktable between sink and refrigerator has 
sliding shelves which let us remove utensils without stooping. 
Shelves in the metal wall cabinets are chrome wire. 

We laid our own linoleum—here’s how to do it. Start with a 
smooth floor, smear on some “goo” called linoleum paste, lay 
felt paper over that, then more “goo,” then the linoleum. To 
get linoleum under major appliances, move them out or pull 
them out from the wall and prop them up until you get cement, 
paper, and linoleum under them. This is excellent for reducing. 

There is one precaution. Get the linoleum started square 
with the room. Otherwise you'll find you’ve laid it, the cement 
is setting, and the linoleum doesn’t fit. That happened to us. 




























Laying glass blocks with mortar is 
a messy job. Since our blocks had 
flanged edges, we used half-round 
molding tacked on wooden up- 
rights between blocks (below). 
These moldings served as tracks 
for the blocks to slide on. Most 
blocks are blue, but those around 
the dumb-waiter (left) are amber

When should amaryllis bulbs be 


planted? A. H. D., Pennsylvania. 


Amaryllis bulbs can be planted 
any time after mid-October. Use a 
good garden loam lightened by 
adding | part sand and 1 part peat 
to each 3 parts of soil. 

An inch of soil between the bulb 
and the wall of the pot is enough. 
Flowering depends mainly upon 
the energy the bulb stored during 
active growth of the plant last 
summer rather than on the soil in 
the pot. Bulbs do not need to be 
set any deeper than shown above.

GARDEN CLINIC 


The plants in my kitchen window 
are too big to keep thru another winter. 
What is the best way to start new 
plants? E. H. R., Delaware. 


You can make cuttings now and 
still get blooms this winter. Cut- 
tings should be made from disease- 
free parts of your plants, and each 
cutting can be dipped into a nico- 
tine sulfate solution to kill insects. 
Pour 1 teaspoon of nicotine sulfate 
into 1 gallon of water, and add 2 
tablespoons of soap powder. 

Here is how to make cuttings to 
save choice varieties of such plants 
as African-violets, geraniums, petu- 
nias, ageratums, lobelias, and dou- 
ble nasturtiums for your winter 
window garden. 


African-violets and many begonias 
can be propagated from single leaves 


To start plants from cuttings: 





1. Make the cuttings 4 inches long. 
Vigorous shoots which snap off when 
bent back usually root fastest 


2. Insert lower inch in moist sand. 
Cover the cutting with a glass tumbler 





3. Remove the cuttings carefully from 
the sand when they are well rooted 


4. Pot immediately in a mixture of 
good garden soil, sand, and peatmoss

What makes your wile 
a worrier? 


espite “emancipation,” women are 


still the weaker sex, physically and 


emotionally—and that explains a lot

For gosh sakes,’ a distracted young husband 
asked me the other day, “‘what makes women brood? 
With men, once a fight’s finished, it’s finished. We 
seem to forgive and forget a lot easier than you 
dames. Men so often come home at night feeling fine, 
only to be met by a little Mrs. looking as if she’s about 
to consult Mr. Anthony. What goes on in women’s 
heads all day, anyway? And why?” 

Well, why do women brood? Husbands, bless their 
bewildered, if often exasperating, hearts, deserve an 
explanation. And women could certainly use a cure. 
Because brooding is the silliest of all mental pastimes. 
The only place it ever got anybody was into a sani- 
tarium. 

Following a hunch, I asked several doctors, who 
agreed with speed and vehemence, that brooding 
gallops hand-in-glove with ill health. The woman 
who is “‘tired, nervous, run-down,” as the vitamin 
ads put it, is much easier prey to the evil talons of 
brooding, than one whose blood simply bubbles, and 
whose step is jaunty with pep. The physically par 
woman is not only less likely to have her feelings 
hurt, she’s less likely to worry about them if they are. 
Life’s too much fun on other counts. 

Unluckily, such saturnine females are few and far 
between. Once a woman is carried over a doorstep, 
she usually shrieks, ““Oh, goody, a house!”—and 
hibernates. All winter long, her fresh air consists of a 
daily sniff when she shakes out the dust mop, maybe 
a gulp or two a week when she goes to the store. She 
gets her exercise from manipulating gadgets designed 
to spare her precious muscles, and from walking to 
the bridge table from the car. True, come summer, 
she may garden or golf, but generally speaking, she 
goes in for either less often than men. 


No T that she doesn’t get tired! Mothers of young chil- 
dren, particularly, are tired most of the time. While 
a man blissfully snoozes (and rightfully—after all, he 
has to wrestle the world for a living the next day), she 
gets up to attend fretful babies, heat bottles, trot 
little fellows to the toidy, or calm them from bad 
dreams. Even when all is well, she slips out for secret 
nocturnal prowls, to straighten covers, kiss downy 
heads, make sure. And touching and right as these 
ministrations are, they keep her slightly groggy and 
cockeyed by day. Then any vitality she may have on 
tap is quickly drained from her by the children’s 
thousand and one demands. 

Men, whose horizons are usually far broader than 
clean socks, spinach, tears, tantrums, ‘‘Where’s my 
cap?” “Johnny hit me!” and “Why can’t I go wad- 
ing?” cannot realize how wearying—by their very 
incessant littleness—such matters can be. Nor how 
utterly exhausting the sweet but ceaseless prattle of 
the young. ‘“‘Say one sensible thing to me,” a neigh- 
bor begged of her husband one night after a day 
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cooped up with her three. “‘Just one adult, mature 
remark, or I'll go mad, I swear!” 

Another physical factor in women’s brooding can 
be laid on the moon’s doorstep. Most of one week in 
every four, women feel at odds with themselves and 
the world, and are inclined to take it out on some- 
body, if only mentally. Physically, women just nat- 
urally are the weaker sex, hence emotionally more 
susceptible to worrying. 


Tue second major reason for women’s brooding is 
having too little to occupy their minds. Housekeeping 
is largely a mechanized business. Whipping up a 
soufé or ironing a shirt to stiff perfection may 
require skill, but little concentration. Even acting as 
nurse and referee to a gang of children can be at- 
tended to, after a little experience, with one layer of 
the brain, leaving the rest free to wrestle with one’s 
own miseries, social or domestic. ““Why didn’t John 
tell me he was staying downtown for dinner? Oh, he 
claims he forgot, but how could he? Just goes to show 
he never thinks of me anymore—we’re growing 
apart; he can’t see it, thinks I’m silly, but we are— 
like that Arthurs couple, and now they’re getting a 
divorce—” 

Round and round the subject, on and on all day 
the mind prowls, reasoning, retorting, lurching itself 
against sharp new angles of anguish, withdrawing, 
only to hurtle out again. Until, by the day’s end when 
John comes cheerily in, the brooder has worked her- 
self into a mood absolutely mystifying to him. 


For he, on the other hand, has had a day so de- 
signed as to blot personal conflicts from his mind. In 
the simple act of transferring himself to his place of 
business, he leaves the scene of most of them behind. 
The stage and all its props are changed, a big psycho- 
logical factor in inducing a different frame of mind. 
Furthermore, in the aforesaid act of getting himself 
to and from work he has gotten at least a modicum 
of fresh air and exercise. Because a man has the good 
sense to eat really three times a day, even his lunch is 
more likely to have contributed to his general welfare 
than his wife’s listlessly nibbled tea and toast at noon. 
And the very nature of nine-tenths of the work in a 
man’s world—selling, keeping books, designing blue- 
prints, arguing a case of law, to take a random sam- 
pling—is such that he has little time to brood. Even if 
his job is highly stereotyped or mechanized, he usually 
does it in the company of others. In fact, from the time 
a man puts on his hat in the morning until he takes it 
off at night, he is usually seeing and talking to five 
times as many people as his wife encounters in a week! 


W HICH brings us to cause three for women’s mo- 
rose mental habits. Women are too much alone. This 
will, of course, cause a raucous [ Turn to page 171

As told to Mile Hastings in the 1980°s by 


the son of a veteran of World War II 





I REMEMBER, I remember the house where I was born, 
Its width was ne’er an inch too wide, its length a foot too long, 
Each inch and foot was standardized like meter in a song. 


Our house was built because the war had made all houses rare, 
And soldiers’ wives had tired soon of life in open air. 
So with G.I. loans builders built a million here and there. 


The Cape Cod roofs all sloped the same, few Cape Cod walls were plumb, | 
The Cape Cod dormer thru the roof stuck like a sore thumb, eee 
And on the Cape Cod window sill we stuck our chewing gum. 


In rainy spells the weeds were green. For every yard in three 
The landscape artist, so they say, had gone off on a spree 
Of wanton, wild extravagance and specified a tree. 


The trees had died, there was no shade, the sun like Samarkand; 
It burned and blazed upon the grade all made of cellar sand. 
Bulldozer power had banished spade and all such work of hand. 


The roof, my mother often sighed, was tight when it was new, 
But later on snow drifted in, as shingles blew askew. 
When spring arrived the sun and wind and little birds came thru. 


The flooring laid was also green, I’ve heard my father say, 
But in due time it cured itself, as in the floor it lay, 
And warped and curled and bent and swirled till it resembled hay.

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A simple new idea brings you furniture that is 


(ustom-Huilt Dut moderately priced

3 THE bookshelves, cabinets, and chest shown 
in these rooms and in the pieces on pages 102 and 
104, you see a singularly successful idea: mass-pro- 
duced furniture that can be fitted to your house as 
if it were custom-built. 

Heretofore, custom-made furniture, like custom- 
made cars and shoes, tho nice, has always been too 
expensive. This cleanly styled new line, being 
mass-produced, isn’t. Called Pacific Modern, it is 
made by Barker Brothers of Los Angeles. 

To see how it works, note that the cabinets, 


desks, and other units on these and the other pages 
are all made up of a few basic units. These units 
are mass-produced from 11 to 18 inches deep; and 
18, 24, and 36 inches wide. You can put them 


together in any arrangement of drawers, shelves, 
and cupboards to fit any space to within 6 inches. 
Further, if you wish, you can specify your com- 
binations, widths, and depths, and have the sections 
put together at the factory in single, permanent 
pieces of furniture with one, unbroken top. There 
also are matching tables, chairs, headboards, and 
upholstered pieces—all in the same medium-price 
class. Because the style is so simple, Pacific Modern 
combines well with traditional furniture. 


Pacific Modern bookshelves fit here into a spacesaving arrange- 
ment of couches. This furniture comes in palomino tan or in red, 
green, or black lacquer rubbed with white to bring out grain 
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Seventeen units of Pacific Modern make up this wall of shelves and cabinets. They serve the 
same purpose as built-ins, bring up to date this traditional room with its modern color scheme. 
Cabinet units like those in the bottom tier here can also serve as night stands in bedroom

Of course, it took a lot of mixing and testing and remix- 
ing to get exactly the shady-green they wanted for the 
living room, the shadowy-black for the bedroom. Mark 
added quantities of black paint that would bring loud 
tsk’s from old-line conservatives. 

But the results he got should encourage everyone who 
lives in a small house.

Now's the time to plant for spring! 


lave a garden bright with hulhs

|: quite so gay as tulips and shining, 
nodding daffodils when the green starts creeping back 
into the trees. Add to these lush, sweet-smelling hya- 
cinths, and small colonies of bubble-like crocuses in 
purple, white, orchid, and gold. Tuck in some intrepid 
little scillas bluer than a March sky. Add snowdrops to 
open before the bluebirds and robins come again. You’ll 
have a spring flower show, one that lasts for weeks, to 
say nothing of the blooms you cut for friends. 

There are others, but the gay kaleidoscope of tulips, 


TULIPS 

How to choose. Include some 
from Early Singles class to 
combine with daffodils. Tuck 
Waterlily Tulip and other spe- 
cies among rocks and in front 
of your border along with moss 
phlox and iberis. 

You'll get a fistful of color 
from each double tulip. Use 
reds with poeticus-type daf- 
fodils and the pinks under 
pink-flowering plums and al- 
monds. The new parrot va- 
rieties grab attention as a mag- 
net does steel, need a spot fac- 
ing sun for best display. 

Darwin, Breeder, and Cot- 
tage classes are in bloom with 
early iris, doronicums, wall- 
flowers, and blue native phlox. 
Try yellow and apricot kinds 
below a Father Hugo’s Rose, a 
sturdy spirea or your best blue 
lilac. 

How to plant. Set in groups of 
three to a dozen of one color, 
pointed-ends up, arid 5 inches 
apart in well-drained soil. Press 
blunt bases firmly into soil and 
cover over tips with 4 inches of 
soil if medium-heavy, with 6 to 
8 if sandy. 

How to care for. Stake or cover 
loosely after planting to protect 
from trampling. Let no surface 
water run across or stand over 
them. Expose to wind and open 
sky as soon as frosts are over. 
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DAFFODILS (Nareissi) 


How to choose. Rare little Hoop- 
petticoats and  Angels-tears 
bloom very early and are for 
choice nooks in the rock gar- 
den or border edge. 

Bold yellow-trumpet and 
short-cup classes draw the most 
attention in the border and 
when shown off indoors. 

Early white spireas, forsyth- 
ias, red barberries, purple-leaf 
plum, and unfolding peony 
clumps make the prettiest back- 
grounds for all the cream, gold, 
and ivory tints of the daffodils 

Violets, purple honesty, rock 

cress, airy yellow alyssums, and 
wintered-over pansies make 
flattering, smaller neighbors. 
How to plant. Large new bulbs 
need 6 to 8 inches space be- 
tween them, a_ well-drained, 
but fairly moist, soil. Set up- 
right in a freshly forked bed as 
soon as bulbs can be had. Necks 
of daffodil bulbs are longer 
than those of tulips, but cover 
tips with 6 inches of soil. Press 
this down firmly with the 
palms of your hands. 
How to care for. Protect planted 
bulbs against being stepped on. 
A permanent stake in the cen- 
ter of each small clump is ad- 
visable. Liquid plant food can 
be poured carefully around the 
planted area after the bulbs are 
covered. 


daffodils in all sizes from pygmies to giants, and hya- 
cinths—massive or graceful as you like them, are the 
principals among the winter-hardy bulbs that flower in 
the spring. A sampling of tulip colors is shown on the 
opposite page, along with daffodils of trumpet, short-cup, 
cluster-flowered, and poeticus types. Only white hya- 
cinths are pictured here, but you can have them in a half 
dozen colors from ruby-red and a deep blue-purple to 


shell-pink. 


All of these bulbs must be planted in the fall. 


HYACINTHS 


How to choose. The dark reds 
and blues are doubly hand- 
some with lilac and rose-col- 
ored rugs of moss phlox snug- 
gled about them. 

Short-stemmed cream and 

butter colored primroses look 
well with all the blues. White 
pansies or bedding violas help 
set off the pinks and delectable 
pale yellows. 
How to plant. The large and 
scaly, purple bulbs of first-size, 
Holland-grown hyacinths need 
more room than tulips and 
daffodils do. So allow from 
8 to 10 inches from center to 
center. 

Fork the soil extra deep so 
that each bulb will have a good 
5 inches of soil above the neck. 
Reduce this to 6 if you are 
planting the smaller sizes or 
the graceful, much less massive 
kinds listed as Roman Hya- 
cinths. 

Five to nine in a clump is 
about right for a small garden 
laid out on informal lines. 
How to care for. Plant, stake, let 
alone. In the average garden, 
hyacinths of these large kinds 
do not repeat for as many years 
as tulips and daffodils do. But 
no other flower in spring is as 
packed with perfume—-so in- 
clude as many as your budget 
permits. 


GRAPE-HYACINTHS 
(Muscari> 
How to choose. Muscari azureum is 
the early blue, often showing its 
top-most buds in February even 
in northern gardens. A must 
to go with crocuses, snowdrops, 
golden winter aconites, and 
rainbow-tinted hepaticas. Later 
varieties are mostly taller and 
darker, good neighbors for 
early tulips and violets. 
How to plant. Set these small 
bulbs with their points not 
more than 2 inches under. 
Group whenever you can for 
better color effect. Tuck them 
close to shrubs because in many 
gardens they’ll soon naturalize. 


SNOW DROPS (Galanthus) 

These, too, can be counted 
on to stay and increase into 
tight clumps if given a well- 
drained spot with a soil that’s 
not too dry. Put at the head of 
your list if you want the earliest 
spring flowers in the neighbor- 
hood. 


CROCUSES 
Both spring-flowering and 
fall-flowering kinds must be 
set inthe fall—the earlier, the 
better. Set 14% inches under 
in small and large clumps.

Keep moss out Moss grows only in starved soil. Too many 

people reach for the lime bag when they see 
moss—but moss thrives equally well in sweet or acid soil. To keep 
moss our of your lawn, feed the grass and trees regularly. Trees 
should be fed by means of foot-deep holes punched every two feet 
in a circle at the drip line of the longest branches (as above). Place 
about a pound of mixed plant food in each hole. If moss should re- 
turn, just chase it away again with plant food. 
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Feed generously Give bluegrass 4 pounds of mixed plant 

food for each 100 square feet in October 
and again in March (or September and October only, if crabgrass 
is a problem). Fescue needs 2 to 5 pounds in September only. 
Bentgrass should get 3 pounds in October, May, and Sep- 
tember. Bermuda grass and Zoysia matrella needs 3 pounds in 
October, June, and August. Water is no substitute for plant food. 
Some of the best lawns are never watered. 
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Mow at correet height Soil fertility and how short you 
mow your lawn determine which 
grasses will thrive. Kentucky bluegrass (above) makes a trouble-free 
home lawn when the soil is rich and the mower is set to cut at 1!/ 
inches. Bentgrass (common on golf greens) needs a rich soil, much 
attention to disease control, generous feeding and watering, and 
close cutting ('/% to 34 inch). Fescue, a wear-resistant grass, thrives 
on dry, sandy soils, must be cut no closer than 1'/ inches. 


Trim shade trees Cut off the lower branches of your trees 
to let in sunlight. Good lawns can be 
grown under trees only when the grass receives enough light. Don't 
water shaded grass too much or you will attract your tree roots to the 
surface. Shaded bare spots should be spaded, fertilized, and seeded 
in October (not in the spring). Use red fescue for shady dry spots, 
rough-stalked bluegrass plus 10 percent bentgrass for shady, wet 
places. Kentucky bluegrass seldom thrives in heavy shade.

Trite but still good fun—the Central Park hack 
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Jing house that tits a city lot 


High strip windows and a sheltered terrace give 


welcome privacy to the popular ranch-type house

, <8 rambling, one-story, ranch- 
type house, economical to build and 
easy to live in, is gaining wide popu- 
larity. But only rarely has such a 
house been successfully modified for 
use on a small city lot. 

The problem is to retain openness 
without loss of privacy, to spread 
without seeming to sprawl onto the 
neighbor’s property. 

Builder Cy Williams of Roslyn, 
New York, developed the three-bed- 
room home pictured here. He modi- 
fied his plan to suit both the varied 
climate of the East Coast and the 
area of a typical city lot. But the 
essential elements of a ranch house 
remain. 


The house is S-shaped, with the 
living room in the center, three bed- 
rooms in one wing, and the service 
area in the other wing. It has only 
one story. Tho open in feeling, it was 
planned to be comfortable on cold 
winter nights as well as hot summer 
days. 

The house was so successful we 
chose it as Better Homes & Gardens 
Five Star No. 1710. 

Between the wings is an area 22 
by 18, used as entry, dining area, and 
living room. The brick fireplace wall 
and a series of closets serve as a noise 
buffer between living room and bed- 
rooms. 

The three bedrooms are small, but

they don’t need to be larger. Each 
occupant has a 4-foot closet. The 
hall holds a linen closet and a utility 
closet. There are plenty of windows, 
but sills are 5 feet from the floor, 
giving greater privacy when neigh- 
bors are close. Windows are top 
hinged and swing out. 

Kitchen and utility room have 
been combined. The kitchen over- 
looks the garden and play area, and 
is conveniently near the door to the 
patio for serving outdoor meals. 
Laundry space takes the inside wall, 
next to the back door and drying 
yard. One end of the extra-long 
garage is available for storage or a 
workbench. 

The house is built of concrete 
block, with a concrete slab floor. It is 
radiant-heated with pipes in the 
floor. Hot water is circulated from 
the heater room; individual valves 
provide temperature control for each 
room. The floor of the heater room is 
a step lower than the rest of the house 
to permit natural drainage of the 
pipe system. An alternate plan witha 
basement is available if you prefer a 
conventional heating system. 

Projecting eaves of the house are 
screened, permitting the house to 
“breathe” instead of storing up 
summer heat. There is space for a 
ventilating fan in the attic over the 
bedrooms.

Very 
soon now our family of six is going to have a new home (the 
present one is bulging at the seams). Architecturally it will 
be something low and rambling, comfortably informal, 
neither strictly Modern nor strictly Traditional, just a good 
American house. And we need all new furnishings for it. 

But what kind of furnishings—Traditional or Modern? 
That’s our quandary. “Of course you’ll want Modern 
furnishings. This is 1947, not the eighteenth century. ... ” 
“‘Heavens, not Modern! Too cold, too sophisticated, too 
unlivable!’’ Those are our well-meaning friends. They 
aren’t much help. 

Like any style-conscious homeowners, we’ve been in- 
fluenced by Modern. We’ve seen some highly interesting 
and exciting new homes done in it. But we are looking for 
something more than interest and excitement as security 
for the big investment of our lifetime. Not that we want 
to buy at budget prices, but neither can we have the very 
best that money can buy. We can afford what you might 


call upper-middle-class furniture—well designed and well 


made, but not luxury priced. 

So, recently, we set out to mull over home magazines, visit 
stores, talk to designers and decorators we knew. On a 
vacation trip to New York, we took in the home furnishing 
exhibit at the Museum of Modern Art. Now at last we have 
decided—in favor of Eighteenth Century Traditional with 

a few Modern accents. 


How did we arrive at 
such a decision? We don’t 
consider ourselves decorat-

reasonably mature taste, and an open mind. And we’re not 
hoary with age. 

Decidedly Modern-conscious, we have approached our 
problem from that side of the fence. Will we like living in the 
close company of Modern for years to come? ‘To answer that 
question, we asked ourselves some others: 


Is Modern a mature enough style to warrant our invest- 
ing in a houseful of it? Pondering over the many types of 
Modern on the market today, we’ve decided that it isn’t. In 
spite of the claims of many Modernists to the contrary, we 
feel that it still has growing pains. A five-year life span isn’t 
good enough for the major portion of our cash outlay. We 
don’t have that kind of cash. 

We’ve found myriad interpretations all crowding under 
the “Contemporary” label, because much Modern is still 
being influenced by previous periods. In many cases, new 
designers are using Contemporary as a proving ground for 
their own personal theories. 

Witness the radical bentwood chairs. They do apply pos- 
ture science, but to an average family like us they mean 
neither comfort nor beauty. (Have you ever tried curling 
up with a good book in a body-formed, unupholstered bent- 
wood chair?) Then there are some geometric stripped-to- 
the-skeleton functional designs as cold and frankly utili- 
tarian as restaurant and office furniture. Revolutionary all 
right, but hardly something to get cozy with. 

Of course, there is some Modern that is here to stay, but 
not enough of it falls in our price bracket. The good is 
straightforward and beautifully simple in design. This we 
like, and we intend to have some of it for staccato accents, 
quite as we choose phonograph records of composers like 
Shostokovitch and Schonberg because we enjoy their fresh- 
ness and daring. But we hesitate to collect them for an 
everyday diet. 

In Modern upholstery there isn’t much question. The 
best of it, or at least the most comfortable, is in reality a

be plenty of color to give it a warmth that our par- 
ents’ homes never had. But we'll keep the familiar 
furniture styles, the rich-grained mahogany, and deep-

But three years later, at the 1946 Ameri- 
can Medical Association meetings in San 
Francisco, Dr. Philip S. Hench, of the 
Mayo Clinic, summed up subsequent ex- 
perience with prostigmine. He was forced 
to conclude that it was “‘of little or no value 
in the treatment of rheumatoid arthritis.” 

At about the same time as the Philadel- 
phia woman was reported to be getting up, 
three New York doctors were announcing 
another new treatment for rheumatoid 
arthritis: huge doses of Vitamin D, 200,000 
to 300,000 units a day. Results with 22 out 
of 30 patients, they reported, were good or 
excellent, with 8 poor. Some of those whose 
joints had appeared hopelessly stiffened had 
gone back to work. One was playing golf. 
Another, a tennis star who had been unable 
to rise from a sitting position, was pounding 
the courts again. And another, all of whose 
joints had been affected, made a “complete 
recovery.” Paul de Kruif wrote a rip- 
tootin’ story about arthritis and Vitamin 
D. New hope for the millions. 

But somebody again had been too op- 
timistic. Three years later—at those 1946 
San Francisco meetings—Doctor Hench re- 
luctantly told his medical colleagues, ‘““The 
majority of experienced rheumatologists re- 


gard huge doses of Vitamin D as essentially 
useless.”’ 

It was an old story to those who know 
arthritis—a disease of which there are about 
100 types. New treatments have so often 
been reported with great promise, and then, 
in a few years, quietly junked, that a British 
physician chided his colleagues to ‘“‘make 
haste to use a new remedy before it is too 
late.” 

Arthritis is the oldest disease of which we 
have evidence. Fossilized bones show that 
prehistoric reptiles bellowed with the pain of 
it. But we still don’t know what causes it in 
most cases, still have no specific cure. 


Doctors have tried a multitude of 
treatments ranging from tonsil-snatching 
and foot-twisting to injections of bee venom 
and gold salts. The gold had helped a lot of 
patients, killed a few. An ancient Greek, 
Paul of Aegina, used to stew his patients in a 
broth he made by boiling whole wolves in 
oil. Some people still carry horse chestnuts 
or mummified potatoes in their pockets to 
put a hex on the disease, or sleep in a bed 
heading north.to “‘magnetize”’ the blood. 
But arthritis and its rheumatic relatives 
remain the most common of all diseases, 
more likely to make an invalid of you than 
heart disease, cancer, and _ tuberculosis 
combined. They don’t kill you, but they 
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sometimes make you wish you were dead. 
The United States Public Health Service 
says they lose us 100 million days of work 
each year. That’s nine-tenths as many days 
as we lost thru strikes in 1946. 


Bur arthritis doesn’t kill like cancer. It 
isn’t contagious like polio. It hasn’t the 
lurid taint of syphilis. Because it’s not 
spectacular, arthritis is a neglected, ho-hum 
disease. Only a handful of medical schools 
offer specialized study of it. Only about a 
dozen cities have hospitals with clinics for 
it. 

This is unfortunate. For in spite of there 
being no specific cure, rheumatologists are 
pretty well agreed that three out of four 
victims of even the vicious rheumatoid type 
of arthritis can be “cured” or helped if 
treatment is started in the first year of the 
disease, and half can be “‘cured” or helped if 
treatment is begun in the second or third 
year. 

Thirty-five years ago, before the public 
was educated to early detection and treat- 
ment of tuberculosis, ““consumption”’ was a 
galloping scourge. Today, tho we still have 
no specific cure, T. B. is well down the list of 
diseases that torment us in America. 


As IN tuberculosis, it’s not quite correct to 
use “‘cured”’ in connection with arthritis. 
Either of these diseases may remain quiet or 
“‘cured”’ for years and then suddenly flare 
up again. 

The notion is common that “‘arthritis’’ is 
just a fancy name for rheumatism. It isn’t. 
Arthritis is an inflammation of the joints. It 
is one kind of rheumatism, but there are 
other kinds that affect the muscles and 
nerves—such as neuritis, neuralgia, sciatica, 
and lumbago. There are not diseases of the 
joints, and they’re not arthritis. 

Tho there are about a hundred types of 
arthritis, itll help you to find your way 
around if you think of them all as falling 
into five classes. Three aren’t much of a 
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problem: traumatic arthritis (resulting from 
a blow or sprain or some such physical in- 
jury to the joints), gouty arthritis, and 
arthritis caused by infection started in some 
other part of the body by diseases like 
tuberculosis, syphilis, or gonorrhea. 

The other two—osteo-arthritis and rheu- 
matoid arthritis—are the great trouble- 
makers. Together they cause four-fifths of 
the pain and deformity. 


Or THE two, osteo-arthritis isn’t so bad. 
It’s probably a degenerative ailment that 
results from normal wear and tear, and 
comes, like gray hair, with age. Tho it’s 
uncommon, but not unknown, before 40, 
most everyone who lives beyond middle life 
has a touch of it. There’s indication that the 
tendency to it is hereditary; nobody knows. 
Sometimes the pain and swelling come 
suddenly, but as a rule the onset is gradual 
and vague, the way it was with George 
Porter. 

George began to notice a little stiffness in 
his back and knees when he got up in the 
morning. It wore off as he got about, was 
back the next morning. He said he guessed 
he was getting old, and he tried to forget 
about it. There was a slight knottiness 
around his finger joints, too—commonly 
one of the early signs of this kind of arth- 
ritis—and a slight enlargement of his knees. 


Wit some, this might have been the end 
of it, no further development of symptoms, 
ever. But with George, one day after an 
overlong session of spading in his garden, 
there was an acute inflammatory flare-up, 
a marked swelling in the stiffened joints, and 
sharp pain. Next day George hobbled in to 
see the doctor. 

**Osteo-arthritis,” the doctor said. 

George’s first thought was that he was 
going to have to spend the rest of his days in 
bed. But the doctor straightened him out on 
that. Osteo-arthritis, he said, was not in- 
evitably a progressive disease; it'd take 


time, months, maybe more than a year, but 
with proper treatment it usually could be 
checked. 

The doctor used warmth and gentle mas- 
sage to reduce pain and improve blood cir- 
culation in the joints, but a more impor- 
tant thing he did was to cut George, a fatty, 
down to size, so as to lighten the load on 
George’s joints. He started him on exercises 
to correct his posture, for George’s spine, 
as in most overweight persons, had tipped 
backward at the hips, setting up a chronic 
strain in the hips, knees, and spine itself. 
Beyond that, the doctor did what he could to 
make George rest and stop worrying. 
George asked how about some shots or some- 
thing. 


THE doctor said, “Shots, what for, ty- 
phoid?”’ And then he explained that he gave 
shots for rheumatoid arthritis, not osteo- 
arthritis. Slowly George began to feel better. 
The arthritis was checked. The doctor 
cautioned him he’d never run the high 
hurdles, but George guesses he’s about as 
fit and able now as the next man his age. 

George Porter is lucky he had the old-age 
kind of arthritis, not the rheumatoid kind. 
Rheumatoid is the great crippler. It can 
strike anywhere between the ages of 20 and 
50, one joint or all. It can immobilize your 
knees at right angles, freeze your jaw until 
you can no longer eat or speak. It can stiffen 
you out with a poker-back spine or it can 
atrophy your muscles and twist you into a 
hunchback. 

It victimizes the poor more often than the 
rich, whites more often than Negroes, 
women more often than men. It preys 
particularly on the long and lanky, on 
slender, flat-chested women with prominent 
abdomens. It sets in with abnormal fre- 
quency during menopause or following 
pregnancy. Sometimes it attacks with a 
rush—high fever, severe swelling, and pain 
in several joints. Usually it comes on in- 
sidiously. You feel tired, [ Turn to page 270

Ne George P. Hortons of Seattle had a problem 
similar to that of the Charles Smiths—a hillside lot 
with the slope and view to the east.

A gentle slope can be more difficult to work with than a steep one 














ie YOU build a home on a gentle slope, you may 
run into this problem: What to do when the drop 
isn’t great enough to allow full exposure of a lower 
level at the rear. 

That’s the problem Architect E. D. King faced 
when he designed the home of the W. R. C. Par- 
ricks near Vancouver, British Columbia. 

He could have placed areaways outside the rear 
basement windows, or let the house stick badly out 
of the ground. Instead, he designed a sunken patio 
outside the basement recreation room, then left the 
rest to landscaping. 

Like the Smith house, all main rooms are on one 
level. In fact, from the street (left) it looks like a one- 
story house on a level lot. Long, low lines, plus good 
use of wood, stone, and cedar shakes, belie the 
depth at the rear. 

The rear of the house, with its huge windows, 
faces south. A huge (14 by 6), curved window in the 
living room overlooks Lion’s Gate Bridge and Van- 
couver beyond. 

The gracious simplicity of the exterior is also 
evident in interior furnishings. Tho bears, deer, 
coyotes, raccoons, and even cougars are not un- 
common in the area, the house itself could hardly 
seem more civilized.

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How to take care of your dishes

Wik dinnerware is made to be used and en- 
joyed as often as you set your table. Its real value 
lies in its use as an attractive part of everyday 
family life. If you leave it stored in the china 
closet except on special occasions, you’re losing 
much of the value of owning fine table furnish- 


ings. 


Even when you use it every day, you may 
expect years of service from high-quality ware. 


Simply handle it carefully and wash it gently. 


DO: —Wash dishes immediately after each meal. 
e Foods that are allowed to harden on dishes 

make them more difficult to wash. Foods 
with alkaline or acid content may have an in- 
jurious effect upon the finish. If it isn’t convenient 
to wash dishes directly after the meal, they should 
be rinsed or wiped off with paper towels to remove 
as much food as possible. Tea or coffee cups should 
be rinsed. 


—Wash your dinnerware in warm water, com- 
fortable to the hands—never hot. Be careful of the 
soap you choose! Strong soaps contain alkalies 
which tend to tarnish the glaze. Washing soda and 
heavy-duty laundry soaps are taboo. 


—Be careful about the use of water softeners. 
Many of these are highly alkaline. If they’re used 
in small quantities, there’s little danger. Overuse 
is harmful to your dinnerware and wasteful. The 
hardness of water in your locality determines 
whether such softeners are necessary. 


Keep your dishes separate from the silver. Mix- 
ing dishes and silver in the dishpan risks breakage 
and scratching. 


—Dry one dish at a time. Slipping one under the 
other as you dry is likely to scratch the finish since 
the foot of most plates is not glazed. 


—Make sure that all pieces are thoroly dry before 
you put them away. 


—Use ample storing space to lessen chance of 
breakage by dropping. Use racks where space is 
limited. For extra-special care, place paper napkins 
or pieces of flannel between plates. Place your most 
frequently used items on a shelf within easy reach- 
ing distance. The ideal way to store cups is on a 
narrow cup shelf with ledge, slight curb to prevent 
sliding off. These are easily installed between full- 
size shelves in your cupboard. 





DON » Don’t take dinnerware from 

e a cool place of storage and 

subject it to sudden heat. Like 

most other things, it contracts with cold 

and expands with heat. Quick reversals of 

temperature increase danger of cracking 
and crazing. 


Don’t place dishes in a hot oven to warm 
or temper them. Most dinnerware is not 
intended for cooking use. Some stoves are 
equipped with warming ovens. If yours 
isn’t, use an electric warmer, or submerge 
plates in warm water. Teapots should be 
warmed with tepid water before boiling 
water is poured in. 


Don’t under any circumstance use such 





powerful abrasives as steel wool or scour- 


i

ing powder on your dishes. They’re sure 
to scratch. 


Don’t give dishes a scalding rinse. It crazes 
most earthenware and dulls the glaze of 
china. Washing, not scalding, cleans your 
dishes. Rinse with water the same temper- 
ature as that in the dishpan. 


Don’t stack dishes in your dishpan. To 
guarantee safety, wash each piece indi- 
vidually and employ a rack for drying. 
Finish drying with a soft towel to wipe 
away remaining moisture, and _ restore 
luster. 


Don’t hang cups by the handle—it is their 
weakest point. Removing them from cup 
hooks risks knocking the handle off.

cooked sweet potatoes 


Sweet potatoes cooked and ready to take out of the frozen 


package for a quick dinner complete with hearty potatoes

Frozen sweet potato slices, 
ready-cooked and sweetened, come 
from the package all set for the 
oven and a slice of baking ham. 
Ready for frying in hot butter in 
the skillet. Or browning the last 30 
minutes with a pork loin roast. For 
a hurry-up meal, lay sweet potato 
slices on the broiler pan with ham 
patties. 

Either sweet potatoes or yams 





Cut cooked sweet potatoes in inch-thick slices. Immediately drop into lemon 
water: 2 tablespoons lemon juice to 1 cup water. Lift out right away; drain 


Dip sweet potato slices in sugar, then pack in cartons. Fill level with top. Space 
between the slices allows for expansion during freezing. Seal; label; freeze 
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freeze to perfection. For best color 
and flavor, choose well-matured 
potatoes. Don’t freeze them till at 
least two or three weeks after dig- 
ging. Scrub the potatoes thoroly. 
Cook in pressure saucepan until 


just tender, about 6 minutes. If 


you haven’t a pressure saucepan, 
cook them covered, in a small 
amount of water 30 to 40 minutes. 
Cool; remove skins.

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We eat at a bar 
and don't like It!

TH S is the story of our breakfast 
bar—why we installed it, and why 
we intend to remove it. 

A breakfast bar isn’t something 
to be installed in a kitchen simply 
because you have room to spare, 
because you like its looks, or be- 
cause you need extra storage space. 
A breakfast bar must suit the gen- 
eral kitchen scheme and the per- 
sonality of the bar flies. 

If you like to eat restfully and 
leisurely, the breakfast bar is not 
for you. Sitting with your feet 
wrapped around the legs of a 
backless stool is hardly conducive 
to casual meals. It brings only a 
cramp in the legs and a crick in 
the back. 

If you like to sit down to a man- 
sized breakfast of fruit juice, bacon 
and eggs, toast, and coffee, the 
breakfast bar is not for you. It 
won't hold all the necessary table 
accessories for such a meal. You'll 
find yourself putting the marma- 
lade jar on the whatnot shelf, and 
balancing a coffee cup on an un- 
steady lap, wondering frantically 
if coffee will stain a suit beyond 
repair. 

And if you (like my husband) 
can’t drink the morning coffee 
unless the newspaper is propped 
against the sugar bowl, the break- 
fast bar certainly is not for you. 
The sugar bowl invariably crashes 
to the floor, and the corners of the 


newspaper find their way un- 


erringly into the butter dish or 
milk pitcher. 

I can only say that a breakfast 
bar should be installed in a home 
only after the couple have been 
married some time, and the deli- 


cate adjustments of marriage have 
been worked out. 

When Paul and I installed the 
breakfast bar in our kitchen, we 
were young newlyweds, confident 
with the sureness of inexperience.

What Do You Know 


About Dyeing? 


You can do a professional job 


at home—if you know how 


By Sally Beall 


Can I dye yellow draperies blue? 

Dyeing one color over another is 
essentially the same as mixing two 
colors. The general rule is that 
light and medium colors will com- 
bine to give a third color, while 
very dark colors will cover the 
original color. Blue over yellow will 
give green; pink over blue will give 
orchid, etc. So, unless the old color 
can be removed, you cannot dye 
yellow draperies light blue. On the 
other hand, navy blue or black 
will completely cover a light color 
like yellow. 


How should I go about dyeing any- 
thing as large as a slipcover? 
When dyeing a large, bulky 
article, use plenty of water and a 
container large enough that the 
article may move about. freely in 
the dye bath. Light and medium- 
dark colors may be dyed effort- 
lessly in the washing machine, but 
dark colors need the simmering 
temperatures possible only with 
stovetop dyeing. 
How should I wring large articles? 
Squeeze the newly dyed article 
gently by hand to remove as much 
water as possible and hang it up 
quite wet. Twisting and wringing 
may prevent dripping but will also 
cause the dye to streak on many 
fabrics. And a special warning: 
Never run freshly dyed fabric thru 
the wringer. 


May I use a galvanized tub for dye- 
ing large articles? 

Any vessel may be used for dye- 
ing, but porcelain enamel is best, 
chiefly because it to 
clean.

Is it necessary to strain the dye solu- 
tion? 

By straining the dye solution 
thru several thicknesses of cheese- 


cloth or a very thin piece of mus-, 


lin, as it goes into the dye kettle, 
you make sure that there will be 
no undissolved dye particles which 
cause ugly spotting. 
Can I dye my scatter rugs? 

Scatter rugs may be dyed just as 
any other bulky fabric—in either 
dye pot or washing machine. 


Can I dye lightweight woolen blan- 
kets? 

Yes. The key to dyeing woolens 
is to avoid abrupt temperature 
changes. Start the dyeing process 
with lukewarm water. Gradually 
raise the temperature of the dye 
bath to the simmering point; hold 
the temperature at this point until 
the blanket reaches the proper 
color, and then gradually lower 
the temperature. Quick changes 
will cause shrinkage and destroy 
the softness of the fabric. Do not 
attempt to dye a woolen blanket 
in the washing machine. 


If dyed correctly, will the wool re- 
tain its original size and softness? 

If you follow the above direc- 
tions carefully, any tendency to- 
ward shrinkage or matting will be 
minimized. However, woolen fab- 
rics differ greatly in weave and 
quality, and not even a professional 
will guarantee the results of dye- 
ing wool. 


Can I tint glass curtains or must 
they be dyed?

What Do You Know About Dyeing?

Hot water just as it comes from 
the tap may be used to tint and 
freshen glass curtains. Remember 
that all the curtains from each 
room must go into the dye at the 
same time. A-pair-at-a-time tech- 
nique makes the first curtains too 
dark, the last too light.* 

Can printed draperies be dyed? 

Nearly all prints can be given 
a brand-new outlook on life with 
dye. Remember that the color dye 


you use will affect all the colors of 


the print as well as the white back- 
ground. Best policy is to test-dye a 
snip cut from seam or hem before 
making final selection of color. 


Will dark colors hide a print? 

No, dark colors probably won’t 
hide the pattern completely. Oc- 
casionally a light print can be 
hidden with black, but as a rule 

* the outline of the pattern will show 
thru any dye color. 


Can I mix two colors of dye? 

Yes, indeed. In fact, you'll be 
proud of the personalized colors 
you can create by combining dyes. 


How do I go about dyeing a slip- 
cover to match my draperies? 
Following the basic rules for 
mixing any colors, experiment 
with proportions until the color 
matches. Gray is good for toning 


colors down, yellow and blue for 
bringing them up. 


How much lighter will a color look 
when dry? 

All colored fabrics look much 
darker wet. To tell if the fabric 
you are dyeing has reached the 
color you want, iron a corner com- 
pletely dry and make an accurate 
color check. 


Do I need different kinds of dye for 
dyeing rayon draperies anda linen 
tablecloth the same color? 

No. Not all dyes will dye every- 
thing, but there are all-purpose 
dyes which will work on any 
fabric—cotton, linen, wool, rayon, 
or nylon—successfully. Unless you 
are sure of the composition of your 
fabric, play safe with an all-pur- 
pose dye. 


Are dyed colors as fast as original 
colors? 

The colors you dye at home can- 
not be as fast as those vat-dyed at 
the factory. However, if you follow 
the manufacturer’s directions ex- 
actly, dyed fabrics will stand up 
well thru laundering and wear. 
The things you dye at home should 
not be laundered in the same tub 
with white fabrics, any more than 
you would put any other ‘colored 
articles in with your white sheets 
and tablecloths,

Dust ruffles,” decorators call 
them, those full, gathered petti- 
coats that hang down from under 
an heirloom quilt. They look pret- 
ty whether made of flowered chintz 
to match the draperies, or of beruf- 
fled organdy like the glass curtains. 
They’re easy to make, too, for it 
takes only simple machine or hand 
sewing to put them together in pro- 
fessional style. 

Begin by measuring length and 
width of your bed. 

Then use that yardstick to find 
the distance from the floor to the 
top of the spring. Add one-half 
inch for gathering and a seam at 
the top edge, and two inches for a 
neat hem along the lower edge. 
This is the width of your flounce. 

To be pleasantly full, these hem- 
med strips must be twice as long as 
the area they are to cover. For in- 
stance, for the side of a bed that is 
72 inches long, you would need 
four yards of hemmed flouncing. 
If your fabric is 36 inches wide, 
piece together four widths of the 
fabric, making the seam as tiny as 
possible if the fabric is transparent. 


Across the foot of a 48-inch 
bed three widths of fabric pieced 
together will give approximately 
the 96 inches required. 

Hem the short ends of these 
flounces when you hem the lower 
edge. This provides a neat finish at 
the corner posts. Along the top 
edge run two rows of gathering, 
using heavy-duty thread in match- 
ing color. 

Now lay the flounces aside and 
prepare the fitted section that holds 
them neatly over the top of the box

spring. It may be made of sateen 
or of sheeting. If wide fabric is not 
available, seam together two pieces 
of material 74 inches long. Press the 
seam open and lay material over 
the spring. Fit carefully to the top 
of the spring before trimming off 
any excess fabric along the sides. 
Be sure to allow one-half inch at 
each side of seam. 


For that professional appear- 
ance, lay a strip of welting along 
the edge of the three exposed sides 
of this sateen section. This welting 
may be cording covered with bias 
strips or ready-made welting to 
contrast with the flounce. Be sure 
to have the round, or finished side 
of the welting turned toward the 
center, with the raw edges of the 
welting and the sateen cover neat- 
ly matched. Stitch in place. 

Runa neat hem along the fourth 
edge that goes at the head of the 
bed. 

Fit the gathered flounces at the 
edges of this sateen cover, taking 
care to arrange the gathers evenly 
so there will be no bunched full- 
ness anywhere. Baste in place, right 
sides facing each other, then stitch 
on sewing machine. It’s easier to 
stitch close to the welting if you use 
a cording foot on your sewing 
machine. (Get used to using all 
these attachments. They will make 
sewing easier for you, and make the 
results look more professional.) 

» Press the cover, and slip it over 
the spring before putting the mat- 
tress in place. Whether you prefer 
the spread hanging loosely, or 
tucked in along the sides, you’ll find 
it twice as pretty with a petticoat.

Select a young bird by pinching 
the windpipe. It should be rub- 
bery. If it cracks, bird is too mature 


for roasting. Feet should be soft, 
beak flexible. 


Weight: 4- to 7-pound ducks make 


good roasters. Allow 1 pound of 


duck, head and feet on, picked but 
not drawn, per person. 


Prepare by removing wing joint 
and tip, leaving only meaty second 
joint. 


Stuff with slightly dry dressing. 
Stuffing needs no fat. 


Prick skin in dozen places or so 
across back, around legs, wings, 
and tail after bird is on rack in pan. 
Excess fat will escape thru these 
holes. Repeat if necessary during 
roasting. 


Roast breast side up, uncovered. 
To add interesting flavor to skin, 
and piquancy to gravy from pan 
drippings, baste during last hour 
with orange juice and grated peel, 
grapefruit, apple, or diluted cran- 
berry juice. 


Roasting time: Duck, 41% to 6 
pounds, market-dressed weight: 
moderate oven (350°) 30 to 35 
minutes per pound.

Ir YOU came home tonight and 
found your home ablaze, you 
might learn tomorrow—when you 
reported a big loss—that you’d 
been engaged in a private fire in- 
surance business of your own. For, 
since three out of four residences 
are under-insured today, many of 
them seriously so, your present 
fire insurance may not be enough 
to provide a satisfactory settlement 
if you have a big fire. 

After reviewing a list of recent 
settlements, a leading fire insur- 
ance company found that on the 
average it could pay only 40 per- 
cent of the loss sustained because 
the homes were under-insured. 

The trouble is, millions of us 
have thoughtlessly renewed our 
fire policies of long standing for the 
same old figure year after year. 
Amounts of insurance that were 
perfectly adequate 5 or 10 years 
ago have become ridiculously in- 
adequate in the light of today’s 
replacement costs. 

So general is this condition that 
the insurance commissioners of 
many states—Wyoming, New 
York, Connecticut, Pennsylvania, 
to mention a few—have warned 
homeowners to increase their fire 
insurance.

And 
the clerk at Saks Fifth Avenue glis- 
tens when you give her your home- 
town address: “Why, I grew up 
only 200 miles from there!”’ 

To the visitor, such size has, of 
course, many disadvantages. The 
rushing multitudes buffet you at 
Grand Central. Your taxi irritably 
bleats its way thru seemingly im- 
penetrable interference. Your fel- 
lows gesture angrily for quicker 
service at the hotel desk. Andevery- 
where curbside crowds lean to- 
ward the red lights as if a moment 
wasted might change the course of 
destiny. Most of what you see and 
do in New York comes the hard 
way, in competition with crowds, 
by making advance reservations, 
by paying and paying, both in en- 
ergy and money.

being more tired, perhaps, and 
more in need of comfort)! 


Is Modern more functional than 
Traditional? Actually we can find 
only a few instances where it is. If 
you want something really func- 
tional you can have Grandma’s 
Victorian bureau. We wouldn’t 
take it as a gift. It was a monster 
of a piece, but it could give ideas 
to any Contemporary designer if 
drawers and cubby holes, 
secret jewelry compartments, and 
‘‘stash-away”’ sections he’s looking 
ior. 

There are Modern dressing ta- 
bles and chests that are sectional- 
ized like mad, but lacking $3 per 
drawer we’ve always managed to 
sectionalize our own with dime- 
store boxes. What’s more, they

meet our individual needs, not ~ 


what some designer thinks we 
ought to own. 

Modern “functionalized”’ buf- 
fets are planned to accommodate 
large tablecloths, place mats, nap- 
kins, and flat silver. Whose table- 
cloths? Being an informal sort of 
family we own but one for holiday 
dinners. What size place mats? 
Your guess is as good as ours. A 
sectional silver drawer is fine, but 
it’s not a new idea. Better Tradi- 
tional buffets have had silver sec- 
tions for years. If they don’t, a few 
dollars will buy sectional holders 
treated to prevent tarnish. 

We’ve found Traditional chairs 
and sofas in every desirable pro- 
portion. It’s just a matter of using 
good sense in choosing a chair. A 
fat man in a light-as-a-feather 
bentwood chair is as ridiculous as 
the same man in a Louis XVI 
occasional chair. 

Traditional desks are quite ade- 
quate for writing. New ones have 
typewriter accommodations, deep 
filing drawers, a locking drawer if 
you need it, bookcases on the backs 
if you like. 

Actually, we’ve found evidence 
that Modern designers can’t be 
taking themselves too seriously on 
functionalism. For example, we 
saw a bleached mahogany buffet 
with louvered panels of mirror on 
the drawer fronts. These louvers 
would be terrors to clean. Another 
handsome piece, a_ Iljving-room 
chest, has large panels of inter- 
laced wood strips. How would one

rights in these crevices? Is this 
functional? 


Will we be more satis with 
Modern wood finishes? The Mod- 
ernists have done some exciting 
things with light wood and spar- 
kling colors. But in both Modern 
and Traditional we’ve found you 
must choose carefully. There is 
Modern with a finish so bland and 
textureless that it is completely 
void of interest. And there is Tra- 
ditional of poor quality which 
relies on a heavy glasslike coating 
to conceal its poor wood. In most 
cases, tho, we have found that Tra- 
ditional finishes strike a more re- 
sponsive chord in us. Rich, deep 
mahogany and walnut seemed to 
have a softer texture, to be more 
satisfying apart from any beauty 
the shape itself might contribute. 

However, an occasional Modern 
piece can work wonders as an ac- 
cent with Traditional furnishings, 
and we intend to use Modern that 
way. For instance, our radio- 
phonograph combination, being a 
mc.'.rn bit of machinery, is a 
natural for Modern dress. 


Do we want Modern color 
schemes! By all means! We intend 
to crib shamelessly from the Mod- 
ernists in color-scheming our new 
home. We want their rich greens 
and sparkling reds. Their clean 
yellow, their subtle grays, blues, 
and chartreuses. Their accents of 
stark white, jet black, gun metal.

Actually, we are planning those 
furnishings which will give us the 
most satisfaction when we sit back 
on a bleak November Sunday, 
with the fire blazing on our un- 
functional hearth, and listen to our 
Modern radio bringing us the best 
in great music of both yesterday 
and today.

Ever since the earliest days of 
the “‘horseless carriage,’’ owners of 
automobiles have taken insurance 
to protect themselves in case they 
injured pedestrians and passengers 
in other vehicles in a collision or ac- 
cident.

You can in- 
sure for more than that amount, 
tho, of course, the premium pay- 
ment required will be larger.

Tue same benefits are paid when 
the other fellow is at the wheel, and 
under certain conditions the in- 
surance is good when you are 
driving a borrowed passenger car. 
No wonder agents find that nearly 
everyone who insures his car at all 
wants this added feature! 

Typical payments, as reported 
recently, are these: 


1) A man, his wife, and his 
mother-in-law were thrown against 
a girder when their car _ skid- 
ded violently on a sleet-covered 
bridge. For injuries and hospital- 
ization, medical-expense insurance 
paid a total of $915. 

2) Another car occupied by the 
owner and five friends who worked 
in the same factory was overthrown 
by collision with a reckless driver 
who had bad brakes.

4) A high-school student taking 
four classmates to a football game 
crashed into a telephone pole when 
a tire blew. His father was relieved 
beyond measure to learn that this 
insurance would pay all medical 
expense—nearly $700.

hoot from those males who have 
mental pictures of their mates in a 
permanent gallery of other women 
having their hair done, or playing 
cards, or indulging in chit-chat over 
the back fence.

Instead, stand the chair on’ blocks on a worktable, and run a crosscut 
saw underneath longest legs, working from outside of leg in. You can 
saw off a little at a time. It takes very little sawing to end a lot of tipping. 


If a chair squeaks and wobbles, it doesn’t take a carpenter to guess 


‘ that it’s loose in the joints. Check every joint to see which are offenders. 


If more than one piece must be removed for gluing, be sure to number 
each tenon and its mortise (the hole into which it fits) before you take it 
apart. Two parts may look identical, but when you start reassembling, 
you'll be surprised what misfits they can be. { Turn to page 177

If wood is cracked with the grain, you can glue it successfully without 
too much trouble. First, clamp the wood firmly beyond the crack to pre- 
vent further splitting. Open crack slightly with a wedge and fill with fur- 
niture glue. Use a knife blade or thin chip of wood to flow glue into the 
narrow crack. Now press edges together and clamp tightly with padded 
C-clamps or hand screws. Be sure to wipe excess glue from outside of 
crack while it is still wet. If wood is broken or cracked across the grain, 
you’re wasting your time if you try to glue it. Have a cabinetmaker make 
a new leg or stretcher. Keep the old piece as a sample for size and color 





You haven’t clamps? Nail two blocks of wood to a 1x4, an inch farther 
apart than the length of the area you want to hold in clamps. Now drive 
a wedge of soft wood into space between clamp blocks and chair until 
glued parts are held firmly. (Protect chair against scarring from metal or 
hardwood clamps by inserting cardboard or softwood to act as a cushion)

When a rung isn’t snug in its hole, no amount of glue will keep it in 
place. If yours isn’t so loose that it must be replaced, here’s a professional 
trick to make it fit tighter: Saw a slit in the end, not quite as deep as the 
tenon part of ‘the rung. Tapping lightly, drive a slender wood wedge into 
the cut—not too far or you’ll split the rung itself. Cut off the wedge so it 
extends only slightly beyond the end of the tenon. Apply glue to tenon, 
fit into hole marked to match it, and clamp rung firmly into place. 
This pressure will force wedge deeper, expanding tenon for tighter fit

The old porch has been 
brought under control, the new wing balanced 
by the car shed (not shown in picture ). Vertical, 
flush siding replaced stucco, and the whole 
piebald exterior now glistens uniformly white 


Wauen they bought it years ago, the Bob Dusen- 
burys were proud of their home, located among the 
pines near the city limits of Valdosta, Georgia. 

But the city limits pushed out, and the ivied cam- 
pus of Georgia State Woman’s College grew directly 
across the street. Such a setting can’t be deserted, said 
the Dusenburys. Yet the house that years ago looked 
“different” now was only ugly. 

Architect Lloyd Greer planned the rejuvenation, 
executed by Contractor H. L. Dunaway. Included 
was a double-duty dayroom, occasionally used as a 
guest room or sickroom. Added also was the powder 
room, accessible to evening or overnight guests, and 
the car shed. The large kitchen was split into a small 
breakfast room and an ample U-shaped unit served 
by an enclosed porch. Stairs rise between floors in 
two straight runs. 

Upstairs, a porch too narrow for use became a den 
and book hide-out for Bob, the college treasurer. In 
the new wing over the dayroom, daughter Dorothy 
got her separate bedroom, complete with bath and 
fireplace.

Hide-Away Clothesline 


A basement clothesline that is 
taut when in use and out of the way 
when you don’t need it, is shown in 
the sketches below. For the tight- 
eners, (A), use oak flooring, about 
114 by %% inch, 18 inches long. Use 
two tighteners on each line. Bore a 
14-inch hole 3 inches from end, and 
fasten to joist at (B) with lag screw 
3 inches above bottom of joist. 
Screw should be tight enough to 
hold tightener rigid, but should be 
loose enough to permit it to swing 


up when not in use. Clothesline is 
kept in place on end of tightener at 
(E) by groove and staple loose 
enough for line to slide thru. 

When installing, turn tightener 
to position shown by dotted lines. 
Fasten line at points (C) snugly, but 
not too taut. Then push (A) to po- 
sition shown in drawing. Any de- 
sired tension of the line can be ob- 
tained. ‘Twisted wire line works 
best. When line is not in use, raise 
tightener and hook line over nail 
(D) until next washday.—B. R. 
Chilcoat, Wichita, Kansas. 


Frame for Gluing Furniture 
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If you need to reglue your furni- 
ture, but do not have the necessary 
furniture clamps, use this easy-to- 
make frame. Nail four boards to- 
gether in a square, the inside of 
which is at least 2 or 3 inches larger 
each way than the furniture to be 
glued. Clean all the old glue from 
the joints, reglue, and reassemble 
the piece. Place the frame around 
it with small blocks of wood for the 
frame to rest on. Then drive in 
wedges until the piece is held firm- 
ly in the frame. A rope tourniquet, 
twisted tight with a small stick will 
hold smaller parts such as chair 
backs and arms.—L. A. O'Neill,

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What makes your 
children jealous? 


Hermann Volimer, M.D. 


Jeaousy, in some form or 
other, is at the bottom of much 
unhappiness. In-law trouble, mar- 
ital complications, dislike between 
brothers and sisters may all be due 
to jealousy. 

We all want the undivided at- 
tention of the person most im- 
portant to our happiness. It’s un- 
reasonable, yes, but human! The 
appearance of a rival for our place 
causes tumult within us, disturbs 
our emotional security. This we 
call jealousy—when someone else 
displays symptoms of such feelings. 

Is it any wonder then that this 
tremendous emotion, over which 
adults have so little control, may 
be especially severe and violent 
when it strikes a child? A child is 
more dependent than an adult; he 
cannot rationalize, and to a great 
extent he cannot control his re- 
actions. 

The realization that he does not 
have undisputed possession of a 
parent’s love comes as a shock to a 
child. Children of all ages may be 
jealous of everybody with whom 
they have to share parental af- 
fection . . . a new baby, an older 
or younger sister or brother, the 
father, a stepmother, even a pet 
animal. 


Mou was a calm, well-man- 
nered, contented 7-year-old, until 
her father married a second time. 
Her mother had died when Mollie 
was only 2, so she had grown to be 
very close to her father. Suddenly 
this relationship was disturbed! A 
charming young woman came to 
live in Mollie’s home. Her father’s 
love for his new wife was obvious. 
Mollie felt shut out. She became 
restless, demanding, loud, and dis- 
turbing. She showed poor table 
manners, lost bladder control, and 
developed an excessive craving for 
food. As a result, she became very 
fat, and stayed that way by re- 
fusing to follow a prescribed diet. 

Formerly brilliant and lovable, 
Mollie became a problem in school 
and at home. She appeared stub- 
born, malicious, and at times even 
stupid. In desperation, her father 
brought her to me. 

I discovered that she was ex- 
tremely jealous of her stepmother, 
to whom she feared she had lost 


her father’s love. Subconsciously 
Mollie was trying, by overeating, 
to become as big as her stepmother, 
who was pregnant at the time. 

The reason for her new mother’s 
condition was carefully explained 
to Mollie. Her father and step- 
mother were doubly patient with 
her during this period of adjust- 
ment. The father remembered to 
include her in any demonstration 
of affection and to show her in 
many ways how much he loved 
her. 


Ar LAST, completely reassured 
of her father’s love. for her, Mollie 
lost her distorted personality and 
again became her real self. 

Sometimes there is no outward 
sign that a child is suffering from 
jealousy. I encountered such a 
case recently—Betty, the third of 
four children. She enjoyed none of 
the advantages of being the oldest 
or youngest. Her mother was a 
domineering woman who wanted 
to be absolute boss. 

The mother frequently expressed 
a preference for boys and the two 
sons in the family would have been 
her favorites except that they re- 
fused to let her dictate to them. 
Betty’s sister, too, was independent 
and. venturesome, and resisted her 
mother’s unreasonable demands. 

But with Betty just the reverse 
was true. She was quiet and mod- 
est, kind and helpful, almost 
angelic. She fitted exactly her 
mother’s dictatorial ideas of what 
a child ought to be. While the two 
brothers and older sister were 
learning to stand on their own feet, 
Betty stayed close to home and 
submerged any independent per- 
sonality, in order to impress her 
mother with her goodness. 


In AN effort to compete with the 
more favored boys and the ad- 
venturesome older sister, Betty had 
repressed her jealousy and had 
achieved, thru submission to her 
mother, the acceptance she could 
hardly have attained by aggres- 
sion or other means. However, she 
injured her personality for life 
coping the way she did with her 
jealousy. Taking advantage of her 
meekness, the  stronger-willed 
members of her family treated her

The jealous child may feel convinced that he is not loved or wanted. To help 
him, parents must know what forms jealousy may take and recognize its source 


like a servant. Betty was so sub- 
missive that she had little, if any, 
drive toward self development. - 

Since the damage to Betty’s per- 

sonality was already done, it 
would have taken a long time to 
destroy her utter dependence on 
her mother’s approval and create 
a desire for her own rights as a 
human being. However, Betty’s 
mother resisted every effort in that 
direction. In her mind, Betty was 
the only one of her children who 
did not need to be corrected. So, 
in all probability, Betty will never 
shake off the domination she ac- 
cepted thru jealousy of her broth- 
ers and sister. ; 
A NEW baby in the family is a 
frequent cause of jealousy. To an 
only child, feeling himself the cen- 
ter of the universe, the arrival of 
the new baby seems like a disaster. 
He may lose his appetite and be- 
come nauseated. His bowels may 
not function properly. Or else he 
loses all joy in life, following his 
mother around from room to room, 
sadly sucking his thumb, becoming 
paler from day to day. 

He may, out of defiance or un- 
happiness, discard all his achieve- 
ments and accomplishments—even 
revert to wetting and soiling him- 


self. Or he will imitate the baby, 


want to drink from the bottle 
again. If his mother is understand- 
ing, she will sense what is going on. 
She will let him have the bottle 
and she will take him into her arms 
and pet him. He does not need a 
doctor for his physical ills. It is his 
mind that must be reassured. 

Another child may jealously 
strike the baby or threaten to throw 
him out the window. The wise 
mother will not scold or punish 
him. She will instead take him on 
her lap and talk to him. “I know 
how you feel. You wish we did not 
have a baby. Don’t think I love 
you less because he is here.” 

Jealousy is easier to recognize 
and treat if it stays on the surface 
and is allowed to express itself. If 
it is repressed by fear or punish- 
ment, it is only driven under- 
ground, not eliminated. It will re- 
appear in other ways and will not 
be as easily recognized. 

The hostility may be diverted 
from the rival, where it is not per- 
mitted, to the mother, other chil- 
dren, or even the world at large. 
The child may for no obvious rea- 
son break his mother’s china, 
empty flowerpots on the new 
carpet, kick other children, and 
become generally aggressive and 
destructive. If he is punished, he 
may turn his hostility against him-

self, blame himself for everything, 
look for self-punishment, or adopt 
the strategy of getting something 
by a display of misery and help- 


lessness. 


ANOTHER child, frightened of 
his desire to harm others, may be 
overwhelmed by a feeling of guilt 
and fall into a severe state of 
unxiety. He becomes afraid of the 
dark, or of animals, or of being 
alone. 

If parents disapprove of a child’s 
jealous actions, he may become 
discouraged and withdraw from 
everybody, going around silently 
in a daze, or appearing stubborn 
and unresponsive. A vicious circle 
may develop. The more jealous a 
child is, and the more he is com- 
pelled to suppress it, the worse he 
will behave. 

Parents who do not understand 
this behavior will lose their temper. 
Li. iis will only convince the child 

ill more that he is really not loved 
er wanted, and that his jealousy 
is justified. This can be perma- 
nently harmful. The boy or girl 
may grow up discouraged and de- 
pressed, withdrawn and antisocial, 
or even criminal. That is why it is 
so important to treat jealousy in 
children as early as possible, with 
understanding and wisdom. 

Some children can work it out 
themselves, others need outside 
help. To give this help, parents 
nust know what different forms 
jealousy may take, must look be- 
hind the bad behavior and recog- 
nize its real source. Understand 
how the jealous child suffers, be 
kind to him and show him your 
love which he so badly needs. 
Make him realize that he is jealous, 
and why he is, and that his jeal- 
ousy is nothing bad at all, but 
quite natural. 


W HEN he is allowed to express 
his emotions in general, including 
his jealousy, he learns to find relief 
in words and play and simple 
creative acts. Give him tools for 
drawing, painting, and modeling. 
Play with him. He will release 
some of his tension and conflict 
into his creations. The delight cf 
self-expression will compensate fer 
the loss of his parents’ exclusive 
attention. 

Lncouragement and praise from 
his mother and father will help 
him gain self-confidence and real- 
ize his own value. The experience 
of jealousy will no longer be harm- 
ful to him. The need to be posses- 
sive and to insist on being loved 
vanishes, since now he feels loved 
for what he is and does. He ceases 
to depend helplessly on his mother, 
but relies more on himself and 
enjoys his growing independence. 
The rival no longer arouses de- 
structive aggression, but becomes a 
stimulus for creative competition. 

Thus it is possible to turn the 
powerful element of jealousy into 
positive channels where it con- 
tributes something constructive to 
human development.

In April, 1944, I had a severe 
heart attack. ;

Or chop the weed trees 
down and swab undiluted 2,4-D 
on the cut ends of the stumps. So- 
dium arsenite pastes also are highly 
effective, but they are poisonous to 
man and animal. 


When are winter squash supposed to 
be harvested? —S.H.W., Pennsylvania. 


Winter squash should be moved 
indoors as soon as they are ripe. 
Cool, dry rooms are best for squash. 
Leaving ripe squash in the fields 
lowers their keeping quality. Also 
remember to remove the stem from 
your squash. Otherwise, rot can 
easily enter thru the little piece 
of stem.

Pacifie Northwest 


Sprayers and dusters: Clean and dry before you store them. 
Compost heaps can be turned over, then covered with leaves or 
boards to prevent loss of nutrients by leaching during the winter. 
Potting soil: Better bring in a few pailfuls now before the soil gets 
too wet or has a chance to freeze. 
Shrubs are easy to propagate from cuttings made in late October. 
Plant these in sand or a sandy soil. By spring they’ll be rooted. 
Bare places in the rock garden and over planted bulbs: Broadcast 
seeds of larkspur, nemophila, California poppies, etc. If the winter is 
mild, these annuals will make a colorful spring. 
Most root-crop vegetables should be left in the ground until wanted. 
They'll keep their flavor better than if stored indoors.

Central—East 


Foxgloves and Canterburybells may be moved into your shady spots 
to provide bright spring color. They’ll have enough reserve energy 
stored this fall to put forth a colorful display next spring. 
Roses can be planted as soon as we’ve had enough freezing weather 
to ripen their wood and make the leaves fall off. Rambler roses of 
doubtful hardiness can have their canes bent down and covered 
with soil for protection against the winter cold. 
Tulips should be planted in different areas each year to lessen 
chances of injury from tulip fire blight. This disease lives over in the 
soil rather than on the bulbs. A five-year rotation will rid your soil 
completely of the fungi. 
New evergreens may be infested with insects. Look for scale (dirty- 
white ‘“‘pimples”) on Pfitzer junipers and taxus mealy bug (tiny 
waxy-white lumps) on yews. 
Onions and squashes need a warm, dry storage place. Cabbages 
need a cool, damp spot. Set the cabbages on their heads, roots in the 
air. Carrots, beets, and turnips keep best if boxed in soil or sand and 
then stored in a cool, damp room. 
Dahlias should be dug as soon as their tops are blackened by frost. 
Your gladioli can be left for a couple of days after frost to ripen. 
Let both dry thoroly in a room free of frost danger, then store in a 
cool place for the winter, moist for dahlias, dry for gladioli.

EEE California 


Chrysanthemums: Feed regularly until their buds show color. 
Daffodils can be planted among your shallow-rooted flowers. 
Hardy annuals can be sown now. Perennials native to cold regions 
also will profit from a fall start. Seed them this month. 

Tulips will bloom in southern California if you submit the bulbs to 
refrigeration for a few weeks before you plant them. 

Shrubs which grow too rapidly—buddleia, lantana, pittosporums— 
may be cut to the soil level. They’ll sprout a new top quickly. 
Revamp your garden now. Beds infested with devil grass should be 
spaded and a very tiny piece of the pest removed. 

If nematodes are troublesome in your garden, treat the soil with 
a soil fumigant (see Better Homes @ Gardens, February, page 27). 
Poinsettias need a mulch and liberal application of plant food. Any 
check in growth now will cause the leaves to fall off. 

Roses: Resist the temptation to prune them this late. 

Tuberous begonias: Turn the pots on their sides after your plants 
have bloomed. Store your bulbs in the pots or in peatmoss.

GARDEN CLINIC 


What made my tomatoes taste so tart? 
My neighbors grow the same varieties, 
but their tomatoes tasted all right.—

Tomatoes are most acid when the 
soil is driest. Next year, water your 
plants well during dry weather and 
you'll avoid the trouble. 


Discoveries 
to use again in *48: 


Does your garden seem too long 
and narrow? Try putting all your 
red flowers at one end. Or plant 
trees and tall shrubs at the end 
(assuming it’s a north end). 

Or is your garden too short and 
wide? Then use your red flowers, 
or the trees and tall shrubs, at the 
sides only. If you fence off the ends, 
use a light, airy type rather than 
pickets or boards that would seem 
to box the yard in. 

Lawn furniture should face the 
end of the short, wide lot—or the 
side of the long, narrow lot.—R. 
K. Kent, Washington. 


Perennial phlox should never be 
set deeper than 2 inches. I find 
they respond well to rich soil, so 
plan to add plant food to the soil 
before setting the plants.—/. 
Corse, Massachusetts. 


Here in New Jersey there are so 
many Japanese beetles that you 
must live with them. DDT kills 
them quickly, yes, but there are 
always more. So now I grow only 
plants that these pests leave alone.

Virginia creeper produces quan- 
tities of black fruit that last well 
into the winter. 


Greundeevers. Wild strawberries 
are eaten by more than 50 kinds of 
birds, who prefer them to those in 
your cultivated strawberry bed. 
Bearberries and partridge ber- 
ries persist all winter (as long as 
the birds will let them). They be- 
come a valuable addition to the 
menu when more perishable fruits 
have disappeared. They’ll be eaten 
greedily by ruffled grouse, and fox 
sparrows, stopping for a brief visit 
on their way to the North, will wel- 
come them. Even if the vines are 
lightly covered with snow, fox 
sparrows, with their unusual vigor, 
will dig down to the storehouse. 


Shrubs. Redcedars are great fa- 
vorites of the birds. The dense ever- 
green foliage forms a snug shelter 
for them in the stormiest weather. 

Near the redcedars, plant some 
shadbush. Birds seldom let the 
tiny, purple, apple-like fruits re- 
main longer than a few days after 
they are ripe. 

Flowering dogwood produces 
large numbers of brilliant red fruit 
enjoyed by nearly a hundred kinds 
of birds. 

Chokeberries hang on the bushes 
until the following spring, unless 
eaten earlier by visiting birds. 

Dogwoods and viburnums pro- 
vide such wide ranges that you 
could plant an entire bird sanctuy 
ary with the members of either 
group. 


Trees. Mulberries are so attrac- 
tive to birds that a single tree pro- 
vides almost indispensable protec- 
tion for cherries, strawberries, and 
other early fruit. The fruit drops 
badly, so don’t plant mulberries 
where they will overhang the ter- 
race or walks. Where the winters 
are very severe, order the Russian 
mulberry. It is perfectly hardy in 
Minnesota and North Dakota. 

American elms are the favorite 
of that warbling whistler, the 
Baltimore oriole. 

Hawthorns bear an abundance 
of apple-like fruit, big enough to 
make a really good bite for a bird. 

Birches carry in their cones a 
supply of tiny seeds which siskins, 
redpolls, and goldfinches will seek 
all winter.

How to garden on a hill 


Walls are the backbones of hillside gardens— 


so make those walls strong and trouble-free 





WALLS IN SERIES 


Walls should be low, used in series if necessary. Top line of each 
wall should parallel others, then step down directly when less height 


supplies needed support. 





Keeo wall uniform where path crosses 


WEATHERED STONES 


REGULAR STONES 


Weathered edges on stones add charm to walls. Inspect your rock 
supply and remove these treasured stones for protection against 
danger of chipping. Use them where they'll not be covered by plants

Top of wall must shed water or win- 
ter freezes may split rocks and 
tumble wall. Quick runoff is pro- 
vided by a coping stone, or by tilt- 
ing top stone sharply back into fill

Slope toward fill makes wall ap- 
pear more stable, exposes stones to 
face-wash at every rain.

Oct. 1 When I am dead and gone 
from this world, maybe the family 
will remember me longest as the 
old duffer who used to get up early 
on cold mornings and make the 
house warm for them. 

Thus I mused as I shivered 
downstairs early this a.m. with 
thermometer down to 35 and made 
a fire in the living-room fireplace. 

To delay the moment when I 
must shiver out and begin another 
month of work, let me report that 
of the All America roses of recent 
years, those which have done best 
this year have been Charlotte Arm- 
strong, Mirandy, Peace, and Ru- 
baiyat. All these have grown vig- 
orously, had good foliage, precious 
little black spot, and have had 
plenty of bloom. 

A 1947 introduction rose I like is 
the red floribunda, Chatter. It 
talks all the time. That is, it has 
been in continuous bloom since 
early June. It has a deep-red color, 
somewhat similar to Donald Pryor, 
tho the blooms are much smaller, 
and the plant is dwarfish.

When I did get out, weeds were 
on my mind. Maybe some folks 
don’t realize it, but now in these 
parts is one of the best times in the 
year for a mass attack on these un- 
wanted pests which abound in your 
garden and mine. 


Right now, the biennials and 
winter-annual weeds have germi- 
nated and made neat little rosettes. 
Every time it rains, another million 
or so germinate. Many established 
perennial weeds make their best 
growth in the fall. New ones have 
germinated and are getting a good 
start. 

It is cultivating now which roots 
them out and kills them off. So 
this is why IL was using the wheel 
hoe in the propagating bed, in my 
bed of good iris, and between rows 
of transplanted other things. It is 
time, too, to dig out grass from old 
clumps. 


@ect. 2 There was frost last night— 
zinnias and most other tender 
annuals gone to Heaven. Donald 
had picked the ripe tomatoes and 
Maggie has been putting them into 
cans. 

Tonight Maggie and I went 
down to the annual dinner meeting 
and private:show of our men’s rose 
club. At this event the brethren 
compete amongst themselves and 
invite the wives to attend. Harold 
Weaver won the cup this year for 
bringing the best rose. 


Oct. 4 One of our neighbors did 
a foolish thing the other day. After 
the frosts killed his annuals, he 
cleaned them off promptly. That’s 
all right, in interest of genera! 
neatness. But the foolish thing is 
that he pulled them up by the 
roots. 

I'd rather not do it that way. 
Instead of pulling, I like to whack 
off the plants killed by frost. This 
may take heavy hoe, or scythe, or 
handwork with pruning shears. 
The big idea is to leave the roots in 
the soil to rot into humus. 


Oct. 5 Midsummer today—hot- 
test day in 50 or mebbe 75 years. 
Donald and I were gone on a busi-

holes are dug with the spade. The 
clump is lowered carefully into the 
hole and soil pulled around with 
the big trowel, then firmed down 
a bit. I almost never lose a one, 
transplanted this way in the fall. 

In setting them out, I put sev- 
eral clumps, of uneven number 
and a big one irregularly, together 
to form a group. Thus tonight I 
moved Canterburybells, Persian 
catnip, veronicas, blue flax and 
Shasta daisies. 


Oct. 15 Work tonight was con- 
structive surgery. Gave the two 
perennial beds a new backbone for 
next year’s bloom. This was to 
move in fine new foxglove plants 
into several groups along the cen- 
ter line of the beds. Come next 
June, they will tower above and 
dominate the scene. 

Now these foxgloves are as fine 
as I ever grew. Just 10 plants dug 
with balls of earth, filled the bot- 
tom of my big wheelbarrow. 

After supper, in to meeting of 
our local garden club. Topic to- 
night was mums. Experienced 
gardeners agreed that mums should 
be divided and reset each spring. 


Oct. 17 Went over new iris bed, 
gathering up dead leaves. This is 
sanitation in case eggs of iris borers 
may be there. The | orers live over 
winter in egg form on dead iris 
leaves or nearby weeds. Then cul- 
tivated bed and killed 700,000 
weed seedlings. 


Oct. 20 | dug, divided, and reset 
the pieces of an old peony clump 
today. Donald got the movie cam- 
era all set up to photograph the 
process. Duck, dog, and pussycats 
were on hand to furnish back- 
ground. : 

Right as he was ready to press 
the button, dark clouds rolled over. 
So movies were abandoned. Be- 
sides peonies, I transplanted some 
clove pinks and dwarf sweetwil- 
liams grown from seed this year 
into the back perennial bed. 


Oct. 23 Did garden dental work 
tonight, and last night. Went 
about, filling up holes in the per- 
ennial beds with clumps from the 
propagating rows. I also moved up 
a few Siberian iris clumps and fit- 
ted into the beds here and yon. I 
set these at least two inches deeper 
in the ground than they had been 
before. They come right up next 
spring but don’t heave out over 
winter, when down this deep. 

Another job started was fall 
spading. Ground turned under in 
the fall turns under compost or de- 
bris to rot. Kills off weeds. Upturns 
grubs for Alexander and the birds. 
Gives rains and melting snow bet- 
ter chance to penetrate.

Tue tradition began when we dug 
up a little plant that had sprouted 
from a fragrant mockorange at our 
old family home in Connecticut. 

We put the young plant near the 
corner of our porch, where our plant- 
ing plan called for a large shrub. 
Now the familiar and beloved per- 
fume carries our memory back each 
May to the old family home and the 
bush which has been gone so many 
years. 

We gathered a few roots of lily- 
of-the-valley from the same door- 
yard and started a bed along the 
fence. It’s probably only imagina- 
tion; but the plants seemed to adjust 
themselves more quickly, and the 
flowers seem to smell sweeter than 
ordinary ones. 

The spring after our house was 
built, our older son was born. To 
celebrate the occasion, I planted a 
graceful, young, honeylocust tree in 
the spot set aside for a shade tree in 
our original plan. 

Three years later, when our second 
son arrived, I planted a small, pink- 
flowering dogwood at the corner of 
the garage. 

For our sons’ first Christmases we 
bought living Christmas trees. No 
longer hung with lights and shining 
ornaments, they provide shelter for 
chickadees and juncos. 

We’re always alert for additions 
to our horticultural hall of fame. 
Our latest plants with histories are 
two small boxwoods purchased at 
Mount Vernon. We also have some 
English ivy from there.

GARDEN CLINIC 


How can I treat fence posts and plant 
stakes to keep them from rotting off so 
quickly? V. E. C., Illinois. 


Soak the butts for an hour in a 
pail of copper naphthenate (sold 
under such trade names as Cup- 
rinol, Rot-Stop, De-K-Pruf, Cup- 
rolignum), or pentachlorophenol 
(sold as Woodlife, Cer-a-seal, 
Lauxtol-A, Permawood, Sealtox, 
etc.). Dry posts soak up the chem- 
ical most rapidly. Buy the driest 
posts you can find. 

Copper naphthenate is harmless 
to plants; so it can also be used 
safely to treat plant flats, cold- 
frames, and rustic garden furni- 
ture. These should be assembled, 
then painted twice at 15-minute 
intervals with the preservative. Be 
sure to flood all wood-to-wood 
joints, for this is where rot starts. 
Treated wood remains attractive 
forest green, ideal for garden use. 

Fall is a good time to fix sagging 
fences. Here are two ideas I'd like 
to pass along to fellow gardeners. 
Howard Loughran, Rhode Island. 








When gates won't stay closed—or 
won't close, tho the posts are in good 
condition—look for loose hinges and 
latches, missing corner braces. Keep 
soil around posts tamped firmly; wig- 
gling fences quickly break the. paint 
seal, allowing moisture to enter and 
rot the wood or rust the metal 
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Unless fence needs complete rebuild- 
ing, don't remove entire post when it 
rots at the ground. Instead, saw old 
post off at ground and bolt to new 
post. Method B (right) is more rigid 
than A (left), but more conspicuous if 
pickets are narrow. Either is sturdy

Too little sleep can make a child cross and nervous—but so can too much 


Doers your 3-year-old Jackie toss or twitch in his 
bed? Does 8-year-old Patty talk in her sleep, cry out 
at night, or wet the bed? If so, it may be because 
they’re getting too much sleep or spending too much 
time in bed. 

Sounds odd, doesn’t it, when for years the experts 
have been saying that too little sleep is usually to 
blame when a child becomes nervous or emotionally 
upset? But it’s true. Now they’ve discovered there’s 
such a thing as overdosing children with prolonged 
naps and keeping them in bed too many hours a day. 


Early evening has long been the traditional bed- 
time hour. And the reasons for it are good as far as 
they go. Children are tired after a long, active day. 
Allowed to stay up too late, they become upset and 
unmanageable because they’re draining their energy 
reserves.

thus bedded down at sunset—the 
time most of nature’s creatures in- 
stinctively go to sleep—are not al- 
lowed to indulge the correspond- 
ingly natural impulse to wake up 
early in the morning. It’s con- 
venient all right, to have the 
youngsters asleep at twilight’s last 
gleaming, but it’s not so pleasant 
to have them awake and shouting 
at the dawn’s early light—espe- 
cially when mother and father 
have stayed up late and would ap- 
preciate extra sleep. And even tho 
the parents do get up early, mother 
may want the children to stay in 
bed until father has had his break- 
fast and gone off to work. 


You may have good reasons for 
wanting a child to go to sleep 
early and stay in bed until a cer- 
tain time in the morning, but if 
you overdo it so the total time in 
bed exceeds the proper sleep quota 
you may be asking for trouble. 

If a child is ill or convalescing, 
he may need extra sleep. But as 
soon as he no longer needs addi- 
tional rest, his sleeping hours 
should be regulated to keep him in 
bed no longer than authorities 
have found to be most beneficial for 
a child his age. 

Requiring a child to stay too 
long in bed may bring on un- 
pleasant habits. Forced to remain 
in bed after he awakens, and 


warned to be quiet, the average 
child becomes bored. He may 
bang his head against the bars of 
his crib—or resort to thumb-suck- 
ing, masturbation, or bed-wetting. 

A 3-year-old ordinarily wakes up 
full of energy and joy. He wants to 
run and shout, perhaps_to sing. 
But if the rest of the family wants 
sleep, he’s told to stay in bed and 
“pipe down.”’ He must repress the 
instinct to jump up and enjoy his 
wonderful 3-year-old world’ He 
will acquire inhibitions, lose his 
drive and zest for life. 

Older children forced to stay in 
bed more than is good for them re- 
act in several ways. Some while 
away their wakefulness by reading 
before going to sleep and again on 
waking in the morning. Others, 
however, don’t like to read or are 
not permitted to do so in bed. Then 
how do they fill this vacuum in 
time? Some fall into the habit of 
brooding or daydreaming; others 
begin handling: their genitals. 


Some children fall asleep im- 
mediately on going to bed but 
sleep lightly and show signs of 
restlessness in the middle of the 
night. They may talk, mutter, 
moan, jerk about in bed, even walk 
in their sleep. 

Or perhaps a child who has 
been kept too long in bed in the 
morning and during daytime naps

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Keep that door working right!

Wauen a door binds, find out 
where. If it binds anywhere along 
the edges marked (1), swelling of 
the wood is probably the cause. A 
little work with a plane or sand- 
paper will relieve the difficulty. 

If the door binds along the edges 
marked (2), it may be loose at the 
hinges. If a good tightening of the 
screws doesn’t work, try a longer 
screw. If that doesn’t help, take off

the door and drive wooden pegs 
dipped in glue into the screw holes. 
Trim them off flush with the wood 
surface, then rehang the door. 

If the door binds along edges 
marked (3) or (4), your home has 
probably settled a bit on one side. 
Sometimes when the frame shifts 
and causes the door to bind, you 
can drive it back in place with a 
block and maul. If too much set- 
tling has occurred, the only solu- 
tion is to plane down the edge of 
the door until it fits. You can cut 
down the frame to fit, but it’s a job 
for an expert.

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If the door binds on the hinge 
side against the frame, (5) remove 
the hinges from the jamb, fill the 
screw holes, and reset the hinge a 
fraction of an inch closer to the out- 
side of the frame. 

If wet weather has made the 
door too swollen to close, take off 
the door, and draw lines on both 
sides of it about 1/16 inch in from 
the hinge edge. Then remove the 
hinges and plane the edge. Don’t 
take off too much; the door may 
shrink a little when it dries out. Be 
careful, too, to keep the edge of the 























door square with the face. Re- 
mortise the door for hinges to the 
same depth as before, and replace 
the hinges flush with the edge sur- 
face. 

A door that won’t latch can re- 
sult from swelling, shrinking, or 
sagging. When the door swells so 
much that it won’t close tight 
enough to latch, take off the strike 
plate. File the side of the opening 
as little as is necessary; then re- 
place the strike plate and chip 


away enough wood inside the bolt 
opening so the bolt won’t bind. 





If the door has shrunk so the 
latch won’t catch, remove the door 
and loosen the screws in the hinges 
on the frame side. Cut a strip of 
cardboard about 4 inch wide for 
a shim. Slip this behind each hinge 
near the edge of the jamb. This will 
move the door nearer the lock 
jamb. If the door still doesn’t catch, 
use thicker cardboard or slide 
shims behind the hinges on the 
door side. 

Where sagging makes a bolt miss 
the bolt opening, take the sag out 
of the door as described above. If 
the door still won’t latch, check the 
strike plate to see where the bolt 
has rubbed against it. Tapping a 
nail set or screwdriver in the corner 
of the opening may do the job. If 
not, remove the plate and file the 
opening. 

Some doors, particularly exteri- 
or doprs exposed to weather, will 
warp and leak air around the

Just because moss grows on the soil, don’t decide the soil is 
acid and needs lime. Moss indicates poor fertility. When 
moss appears in your lawn or garden, feed the soil. Add 
lime only when a soil test indicates need for it. Low soil 
fertility can be accompanied by excess acidity—but not 
necessarily.

Oak leaves are high in tannins and tannic acid, so are a 
little more acid than maple and elm leaves. But these acid 
materials disappear quickly during the early stages of de- 
composition. Thus, if fresh oak leaves are added to the soil, 
temporarily it would become more acid—when the leaves 
started to rot. But once these acids leached away, usually 
within 45 days, there would be enough calcium released 
from the rotting leaves to return the soil to its original state. 

The ideal way to use oak leaves is to pile them, cover with 
soil, and allow to rot for a year. The resulting humus will not 
make the soil more acid, even temporarily. You can use as 
much as you want. And as with any humus, your soil will 
have a better texture, encouraging greater root growth and 
better health for your plants.

Ir WON’T be long till winter. 
We can don heavier clothing, sit 
by the fire, and otherwise make 
ourselves immune from cold- 
weather ailments—we hope. 

But what about our dogs? Cold 
weather hits them, too. It’s not as 
it was several million years ago, 
when wild dogs grew thick coats in 
winter, were resourceful, and 
tough as nails. No, indeed. In fact, 
many of the smaller breeds that 
today live indoors about 95 per- 
cent of the time are “‘pantywaists” 
when it comes to facing winter. 
Some need blankets and booties 
when they take their cold-weather 
exercise. 

Yet the average dog is a lot more 





rugged than we give him credit for 
being. Proper feeding, a fair 
amount of exercise and fresh air 
and dry, draft-free, but well- 
ventilated, sleeping quarters will 
fill his needs nicely. 

Some of the vitamins found in a 
dog’s diet need to be stepped up in 
cold weather. Vitamin A is a 
requisite because with a shortage 
of it growth practically ceases and 
reproduction fails. Absence of 
Vitamin A brings on blindness and 
deafness. 

Professor Clive McCoy, of Cor- 
nell University, says: “No one 
knows what other dog diseases may 
be related to Vitamin A deficiency 
—even the dog’s jeeth suffer.”

Puppies at birth have an inade- 
quate Vitamin A supply, which 
means that your female dog should 
have a liberal amount of Vitamin 
A given her during both gestation 
and nursing. You should watch 
any dog’s eyes for a runny dis- 
charge—matter, as it is called. If 
you find it, include a Vitamin A 
capsule in the diet every other day 
until the condition clears. 

Good sources of Vitamin A are 


meat (especially liver, but don’t 
overwork this item—it’s pretty 
rich), carrots, lettuce, corn meal, 
tomatoes, cod-liver oil. 

Vitamin B, (Thiamin) has great 
effect on the appetite, assimilation 
of food, and excretion, because it 
stimulates and strengthens the 
nerve structure and fortifies against 
disease-germ infection. Recent tests 
indicate that Vitamin B, injections

greatly alleviate the pain of rheu- 
matism. A dog suffering from Vita- 
min B, deficiency may suffer from 
lack of energy, loss of appetite, 
poor disposition, faulty elimina- 
tion, skin ailments, posterior paral- 
ysis, running fits, or fright disease. 

Good sources of B, are meat, 
whole-wheat bread, oatmeal, 
brewer’s yeast, wheat germ, milk, 
cottage cheese, tomatoes. 

Supplementary administrations 
of Vitamin C are not needed by 
dogs. Experiments indicate that 
dogs develop adequate stores of 
Vitamin C within their own bodies. 

Vitamin D (the sunshine vita- 
min) is necessary to the dog’s well- 
being, especially in cold weather. 
Vitamin D deficiency results in 
poor growth of bone and teeth, 
poor physical development, and 
rickets. 

A word of warning to the dog 
owner whose female brings forth a 
litter of winter puppies: Don’t 
isolate the pups in a dark basement 
or garage. Try some arrangement 
where they get a little sunshine 
each day, without being directly 
exposed to the cold. Feed the 
nursing mother a good supply of 
bones (not chicken or rabbit bones, 
as these splinter and can rupture 
the intestines) or bonemeal. And 
serve her a teaspoonful or better of 
cod-liver oil, in with her daily food. 





A quarter to a half teaspoon of 
powdered calcium gluconate will 
help to keep her calcium reserve 
at a proper level. She’ll pass it on 
to her puppies. 

Sources of Vitamin D are cod- 
liver oil, soybean oil, irradiated 
yeast, brewer’s yeast. In fact, all 
dogs should get their cod-liver oil 
in winter—at the rate of a half toa 
full teaspoon per day, mixed right 
in with the food. Amount depends 
on the dog’s size or weight. Cod- 
liver oil is a great builder, a won- 
derful fortifier against all respira- 
tory diseases. 

Niacin (nicotinic acid) is an- 
other needed vitamin. Chief among 
the ailments attributed to niacin 
deficiency is black tongue, which 
resembles pellagra in humans. In 
fact, discovery of a cure for the 
dog’s malady led to a cure for 
pellagra. Good sources of niacin 
are fresh beef, pork liver (do not 
overdo), cod-liver oil, brewer’s 
yeast, bonemeal, milk, eggs, and 
leafy vegetables. So that we won’t 
confuse the issue, meat and daily 
dosages of cod-liver oil will pro- 
duce an adequate supply of niacin 
for any dog—mixed in, of course, 
with dog meal or “kibbled” dog 
food and a small amount of cooked 
vegetables. 

Riboflavin is needed by dogs for 
thrifty development. In fact, sud-

flavin in the diet for any length of 
time. But if the diet of the dog con- 
tains meat or meat scraps, milk, 
cottage cheese, dry yeast or other 
dairy products, the riboflavin 
needs will be taken care of. 

Most commercial dug foods con- 
tain all the foregoing vitamins in 
ample quantities. 

Exercise and fresh air are essen- 
tial, even in winter, if you want a 
healthy, alert dog. 

Air and walk the dog, especially 
if you live in the city. The chore is 
good for the master, as well as the 
dog. Don’t forget it. There’s 
nothing as invigorating as a brisk 
walk with Towser on a chilly day. 
He can take it if he keeps moving. 
So can you, if you dress for it. 

Check up on drafts, open spaces, 
and crevices, especially if yours is 
an outdoor dog. Make certain the 
protective flap over the doghouse 
entrance is firmly in place, in good 
condition, and properly adjusted 
to keep out wind and snow. Build- 
ing a vestibule, or lobby, in front 
of the doghouse entrance, to cut 
off direct winds, has much to rec- 
ommend it. Nail up loose wall 
spots and cracks between boards. 
And, above all, put in a good, deep 
supply of fresh hay or straw, at 
least 12 inches thick. This provides 
sleeping warmth on those nights 
when you pile several blankets on 
your own bed. 

By all means, keep the dog off 
the floor. Provide a sleeping plat- 
form at least six inches above the 


floor because a certain amount of 
wet will always be tracked in by 
the dog and drafts will always be 
found at-low levels. Remove all 
filth, litter, and dirt from the dog- 
house, then spray a disinfectant 
generously over the surface—one 
treatment will carry thru the win- 
ter. 

Plug up rodent holes in your 
garage or outbuildings. Rats and 
mice are not only vermin carriers, 
but it is now presumed their urine 
carries the dread Leptospirosis 
germ (akin to Weil’s Disease or 
yellow jaundice in humans). The 
dog tracks in the urine and is thus 
exposed. This malady is playing 
havoc with dogs in many sections 
of the East and Southeast. 

For a kennel building, a main- 
tained temperature of about 45 
degrees is considered ideal—for 
grown dogs. But don’t have it hot 
sometimes and bleak as outdoors at 
other times. Up-and-down tem- 
perature will bring on colds and 
pneumonia. An expert puts it this 
way: 

“Keep your dogs in a place 
never heated or always heated.” 

Where the dog is taken outside 
for exercise, from a heated in- 
terior, keep him moving. 

Young puppies and nursing 
females need a warmer indoor 
temperature than 45 degrees— 
and keep it an even heat. 

If your dog is an indoor pet, 
keep his bed away from radiators, 
doors, and tops of stairways. A

it perfect, a satisfaction forever. 

The urge to rehabilitate an old 
house with a broken back and 
fallen arches is understandable— 
and occasionally justified. But 
there must be sense and reason, a 
cold-blooded understanding of the 
problem at hand anda judicious ap- 
plication of financial aid. Lacking 
these, the whole business becomes 
nothing but a sentimental and 
costly debauch. 

If you buy a conservative, well- 
built, secondhand house of the 
1930 era, you need no help from 
me. But if you take unto yourself 
an older house, I hope, first, that 
you will recognize it for what it is, 
a “‘junk,” and second, that you 
will accept a few words of wisdom, 
gained from long experience. 

I talk house in terms of automo- 
bile because most people have a 
background of experience in cars 
they do not have in houses. In a 
lifetime, you may buy many cars, 
but usually only one house. 

In the auto market, there are 
many makes and models—the 10- 
ton Mack truck, the coupe, the 
family two-door. If your family is 
average, you take the two-door. 
Certainly you do not buy the truck 
or the coupe and cut it down or 
build it up to fit your family. 

Do as much for the house you 
intend to buy. Its value lies in what 
it is, not in what you think it could 
be. People recognize that a 10-ton 
Mack has a value, as a truck, that is 
lost when it is converted into a 
sports roadster. But those same 


people often try to convert a 10- 
room farmhouse into a love nest 
for two, or try to transform a 
gingerbread Victorian into a pre- 
Revolutionary antique. 

Having settled on something 
that meets your needs, and having 
acknowledged its social standing 
in the secondhand house market, 
you next must make an accurate 
appraisal. An architect or builder 
could help. But with a broker hard 
at your heels and a family clamor- 
ing for shelter, you must decide for 
yourself to buy or not to buy. 

You'd be lucky if, at your com- 
mand, a building would lift back 
its plaster and let you peek, if the 
rotten timbers beneath its shingled 
walls would only glow, and the 
termites tap dance loud enough so 
you could hear them. Then you 
could quickly decide the case of 
price versus ye olde colonial. 

But you lack that power, and so 
do I. In fact, just the opposite 
seems to happen when we step into 
an old house. 

Plaster cracks close, timbers 
brace themselves, and ants sweep 
up their dust and carry it into 
their holes. So we must turn 
detective and build our case from 
circumstantial evidence. 

First, stand well back from the 
house to see if it stands squarely. 
Does the roof sag? Is the eave line 
straight? Do windows line up with- 
out a dip? Is the sill line straight? 
From the answers to these ques- 
tions, you’ll get a fair idea of the 
condition of the house’s frame.

For every sag or hump, there must 
be at least one rotten or broken 
bone in the skeleton. The doctor 
bill will run high. 

Still outside, look at the roof, 
the outside covering, the window 
frames, and the grade line. If the 
roof is of wood shingles, how re- 
cently were they renewed? Wood 
shingles last only about 20 years. If 
the grade line is above the founda- 
tion, is the sill rotted? Finally, 
stick your pocket knife here and 
there in search of rot, especially 
where the wood is bare. 


THEN to the cellar. Is the foun- 
dation straight, or does it bow and 
sag? Is it a modern concrete wall, 
or old-fashioned hand-laid stone? 
Floor or no floor? Are there tell- 
tale signs of leakage—a water ring 
around the foundation, or bits of 
badly rusted iron on the floor? If 
the floor is concrete, has it been 
cracked by spring floods? 

While you are in the basement, 
look at the furnace, and look at 
exposed piping for a hint as to the 
adequacy and workmanship of the 
installation. Is the pipe from fur- 
nace to chimney flaked and 
blistered? If so, the furnace is too 
small—and operates at a wasteful 
overload. If water piping is slip- 
shod, and not of brass or copper, 
it may cause trouble that will in- 
volve an expensive repair job. 


Next, check exposed wood joists, 
girders, sill, and posts. Are they 
well joined and free from rot or 
termites? Poke around, don’t just 
look. Pay particular attention to 
the joint of floor joists with the sill. 
Are the joists solid and resting 
tightly into the sill, or have they 
slipped out of place onto the foun- 
dation? Look well—a loose board 
at the bottom of a pile of jack- 
straws is not easily replaced or 
repaired. 

Go next to the first floor. Are 
floors solid to walk on, or do they 
sway as tho you were walking on a 
tight rope? Are they level, or do 
they sag? Do doors open and close 
easily, or do they stick at the top or 
hit the floor when open? Any of 
these faults may indicate trouble 
in the timbering of the first floor. 

Try the windows. Do they open 
and close easily? Are there cracks 
and irregularities in doors, trim, 
floors, hardware, and _ plaster? 
Must they be refinished or com- 
pletely replaced? 

Next the partitions and open- 
ings. Can you adapt yourself to 
them, or must they be rearranged? 
A door in place is an asset, a door 
to be moved a liability. A plas- 
tered partition is worth 5 dollars 
a running foot, but taken apart and 
moved, it is worth less than noth- 
ing. 


Anp the fireplace. Is it of mod- 
ern construction, with cast-iron 
damper and flue lining above, or is 
it stone of Civil War vintage? Is it 
freestanding, as it should be, or 
does the building depend on it for 
support? We should be grateful to 
the old craftsmen, but not for 
their makeshift chimneys and 

fireplaces. 
Check the second floor and the 
attic in the same spirit. If there are

indications of weak framing, be- 
ware. It is not easy to brace from 
the finished rooms of the floor be- 
low. And look to the ceiling and 
the chimney for spots that indi- 
cate a leaky roof or rusted flash- 
ings. Look also for wasps’ nests to 
indicate air leaks and a complete 
lack of insulation in roof and side 
walls. 


Ir THE frame satisfies you, look at 
the plumbing next. Try, if you 
can, to date the work. Was it in- 
stalled before or after World War 
I? If before, write it off as a com- 
plete loss. If after, examine fixtures 
for cracks—they can’t be repaired. 
Listen to the drains for gurgles 
when you flush the toilet. A gurg- 
ling drain is a sure indication the 
plumbing was installed without 
regard for health or building 
codes. 

As for wiring and heat, I can 
only advise you to refer the matter 
to experts. To reach an answer, 
the whole installation must be in- 
spected and loads calculated. A 
novice can only guess, and even an 
expert can do little more than 
figure and hope. 

With a fair idea of the whole 
structure, you should poke here, 
there, and everywhere for the de- 


tails that make up the finish of the 
house. Try the hardware—does it 
work? Do light fixtures suit, and 
do kitchen cabinets satisfy? Answer 
these questions in terms of dollars 
and cents, and make a note of the 
total. 

Step outside again to inspect the 
water supply and the sewage-dis- 
posal system. If both are on the 
town, well and good. But if both 
are contained in your yard, be 
cautious. Send a sample of the 
water to the health department to 
be tested. Bail the well dry ‘to de- 
termine its flow. The answers will 
prove only whether the water 
supply is clean and adequate at 
the moment; you can test its real 
adequacy only by a wait-and-see 
policy. 

If the sewage system is only an 
old-fashioned cesspool, you’ll want 
to replace it with a modern septic 
tank. 


Irvou have followed my routine, 
you may have sizable lists of 
strikes against the house.

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one house seem better than an- 
other. But bankers and cold- 
blooded buyers, with an invest- 
ment to make, still pass judgment 
on the basis of price and size. To 
guide them, they use a rule-of- 
thumb formula that knows no 
favorites. It’s a method of com- 
puting the size of a house and a 
unit of cost which, together, estab- 
lish its value. 

Perhaps the antique you intend 
to remodel is above such a mun- 
dane procedure. Who can set a 
unit price on a Rembrandt? 
Ridiculous, of course, but so will 
be the cost of your Colonial, when 
it is done, unless you come down to 
earth. Be as artistic as you like—if 
money is of no consequence. But if 
you have only a normal supply of 
cash, better lock up your heart and 
take out your pencil. 
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First ‘‘cube” the house—it’s 
simple. The idea is to add together 
the cubic contents of a house and 
its foundation, according to their 
relative costs. The basement or 


foundation and the unfinished 
attic come at half fare, and 
finished rooms at their full face 
value, as shown: 

If you can recall your high- 
school algebra, you can use this 
formula for cubing the house if it 
has an unfinished, triangular attic:

bathtub at a time, a heating plant 
today and-an extra closet tomor- 
row, the total can be almost any- 
thing, even 1000 percent of what 
the complete home should have 
cost originally. 

In the table on page 260, you'll 
find a list of the principal items that 
make up a building. In the left- 
hand column is their percentage- 
wise share of the whole original 
cost. On the right hand, the values 
are listed as they occur as altera- 
tions. For a new job, the total is, 
of course, 100 percent. But for al- 
terations, they add up to 145 per- 
cent. By either process, you get no 
more than a complete house, so 
from the start a fotal renovation 
would cost you 45 percent more 
than building the house new, plus 
whatever you paid for the old 
house. 


Srupy the items carefully. For 
some, such as a well, the cost is the 
same whether it be for Noah’s Ark 
or for the latest luxury house. For 
other items, such as heat, the dif- 
ference is shocking. So a house 
must be mighty cheap originally if 
it lacks the features which, when 
added, cost the most money. 
You’re comparing it, remember, 
with a modern house, built in one 
operation with no effort lost in 
tearing out and putting back 
plaster to install a water pipe or an 
electric cable. 

Take my old house as an ex- 
ample. Using 60 cents per cubic 
foot as the standard, it was worth: 

20,000 cubic feet X $.60 =$12,000 
plus 15 percent for land, or 
$13,800. 

That’s providing I added the 
improvements which are standard 
in 1947 homes. 


Tue deficiencies in my house are 
listed below. On the left is the 
cost of the items when included in 
a new building, and on the right is 
the cost as alterations. 

Total these columns and you’ll 
find when I bought it, my house 
fell 45 percent short of being equal 
in value to a modern dwelling, but 
that it would have cost me 59.5

That, in a nutshell, is the prob- 
lem. Figured on a replacement 
basis, my house, when I bought it, 
was worth $7,590 ($13,800 less 45 
percent of $13,800). So long as I 
was satisfied to use it in that form, 
it was worth that much without 
question, because no one could 
have built it for less. 

But when it failed to satisfy me, 
and I decided to remodel it, its 
value tumbled from the standard 
by the cost of remodeling ($13,800 
less 59.5 percent of $13,800), or to 
$5,589. 


As A house to live in, it was a buy 
at $7,590, providing I could put 
up with it. But, as a basis for com- 
plete alteration, it was a question- 
able bargain unless the purchase 
price was $5,589 or less. ’ 

I am pleased with my house. It 
was a bargain—partly because it 
was a good buy and partly because 
I compromised with perfection. 
I didn’t accept outside plumbing, 
but I did retain as many of the orig- 
inal features as possible, not only 
to save cash, but to save as much as 
I could of what I had bought. 

Sometimes I’m envious of my 
friends with their modern, me- 
chanically perfect homes. But 
when I think what these perfec- 
tions would have done to my al- 
teration investment, [’m glad I 
didn’t aim too high.

Ir A new wool suit or your best 
rayon dress gets stained, you’d 
better send it to the dry cleaner. 
Pin a label on the spot telling what 
it is, and let a professional do the 
job. 

But you can treat most spots on 
summer washables and spills on a 
rug, if you observe the following 
easy safeguards. Before applying a 
stain remover or household bleach 
—or even water—try the treat- 
ment first on an inconspicuous 
corner of the rug or inside seam of 
the dress. That way you'll find out 
if the fabric water-spots or the color 
fades. If this spot test shows no 


danger signals, apply the remover 
to the stain while it’s still fresh. It 
will be easier to remove. 

Usually the first step in remov- 
ing spots is to sponge nongreasy 
stains with cold water, and greasy 
spots with carbon tetrachloride 
(dry-cleaning fluid). On cotton 
and linen, your bottle of household 
bleach can make many a stubborn 
spot do a fade-out.

done in, nervous. You lose a little 
weight, are easily fatigued. Maybe 
there’s a slight numbness or tin- 
gling in your hands and feet. Often 
there’s anemia, a slight fever. This 
might be most any disease, or 
nothing. Then one day your fingers 
feel sore, and a few days later 
they’re swollen in the middle 
joints and more painful. You lose 
your grip, drop things, find it hard 
to write. Slowly the pain and 


swelling move bodyward to other ° 


joints; shoulders, knees, hips, back. 

The disease is not steady; one 
week you’re better, another month 
you’re worse. It may become in- 
active at any stage, because of 
treatment or without it. Or it may 
go relentlessly on to cripple, tor- 
ture, and deform. 


Wirr proper treatment about a 
fourth of its victims “recover com- 
pletely.” Half are “improved”; 
that is, the disease becomes in- 
active and the patients carry on 
without too much difficulty. The 
remaining fourth keep getting 
worse. But any prediction of the 
outcome must be guarded. The 
most favorable cases may have a 
relapse at any time. The most 
severe may suddenly quiet down. 
Some patients have been restored 
to activity after as much as 18 
years of disability. 

Rheumatoid arthritis is brought 
on by such varied incidents as 
shoveling snow, catching cold, 
losing a job, or getting a divorce. 
But these are only the things that 
touch it off, not the causes. 

Cold, damp, changeable climate 
has been blamed. People who live 
in the heat of the tropics seldom 
suffer. Neither, as a rule, do people 
in places like Tucson, Arizona. 
But neither, to confuse you, do the 
insane in Massachusetts. A study 
there found 1 out of 36 sane persons 
had some kind of arthritis, but 
only 1 out of 610 insane. After the 
Civil War, one doctor developed a 
sort of weather bureau by having 
arthritics over the country send 
him a post card whenever they felt 
a storm coming on. Undoubtedly 
climate has some influence on 
rheumatoid arthritis, but it can 
not be accepted as a cause. 

What then? Infection? Faulty 
metabolism? Lack of vitamins? 
Sulfur deficiency? 


Or ALL theories, infection has 
the most backing as the main, tho 
perhaps not the only, cause. 

Dr. Frank Billings of Rush 
Medical College, Chicago, set 
forth the theory of focal infection 
35 years ago. It is that infected 
teeth, tonsils, sinus, appendix, gall 
bladder, intestinal tract, prostate, 
uterus, and other parts of the body 
can harbor germs which, when 
they find their way into the blood 
stream, cause trouble somewhere 
else. In the joints, for example, the 
body cells struggle to subdue the 
germs, and this sets up inflamma- 
tion, and inflammation of the joints 
is arthritis. ‘That’s the theory.

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But why, if the focal infection 
theory is good, hasn’t the incidence 
of arthritis dropped off with better 
care of teeth and more prompt re- 
moval of infected tonsils and such 
in recent years? And why did the 
frenzied wholesale jerking of teeth 
and tonsils a generation ago pro- 
duce so few cures? One doctor, for 
example, removed the teeth of 92 
rheumatoid patients, improved 
only four. Another jerked the 
tonsils out of 86, none got better, 
two got worse. 


Tue specific cause, if there is one, 
remains a mystery. 

Back in the eighties, when little 
was known of bacteriology, doc- 
tors spoke much of nerve causes. 
They saw arthritis come after 
emotional shock; they saw the 
pain and swelling of it intensify 
with worry and fear, saw them 
recede again as the emotion eased. 
But the rising knowledge of bac- 
teria as a cause of disease turned 
their attention away. 

But eight years ago Harvard’s 
famed neurologist, Dr. Stanley 
Cobb, dusted off the old nerve 
theory. He studied the emotional 
history and environment of 50 
chronic arthritics in Massachu- 
setts General Hospital, got them to 
talking freely of their childhood, 
work, marriage, and family life. 
Of the 50, 43 complained largely 
of “tough times,” “‘no work,” “‘on 
relief,” ‘in-law trouble,” “marital 
discord,” and ‘‘unfaithfulness.”’ 
These troubles paralleled the onset 
and intensity of their arthritis so 
closely that Doctor Cobb con- 
cluded that “‘poverty, grief, and 
family worry seem to bear more 
than a chance relationship to 
rheumatoid arthritis.” 

Could this have anything to do 
with arthritis being more common 
among the poor than the rich, 
more common in the temperate 
zone than among Eskimos or 
Hottentots, and almost unknown 
among the insane? 

One of the patients studied, born 
in Italy, adopted into a family of 
11, developed arthritis in her 
ankle at 18 following her third 
pregnancy and when her husband 
could find no work. Two years 
later, when her second child died 
and a fourth was born, the arthritis 
moved to her wrists and knees. It 
eased off when things were better, 
but intensified when her fifth and 
sixth children were born, when her 
fourth died, and when her hus- 
band became ill with tuberculosis. 
When he went to a sanatorium and 
she began to receive Mother’s Aid, 
she improved. But when Mother’s 
Aid stopped, her arthritis flared 
and sent her to the hospital again, 


Is RHEUMATODD arthritis still 
another mind-made disease whose 
underlying cause may be grief, 
loneliness, anxiety, and fear? 

No one can say. Some rheuma- 
tologists, tho sympathetic to Doc- 
tor Cobb’s study, wonder if you 
examined non-arthritic patients 
you might not find they had a high 
percentage of troubles, too. 

During the war many soldiers 
hobbled into hospitals with ar- 
thritis. Physicians made a special 
study of 50 of them and in 28

found no condition in the joints 
that could account for pain or dis- 
ability. But they did find that most 
of the 50 had suffered emotional 
conflict on entering the service. 

When you don’t know the cause, 
it’s tough finding the cure. Cobra 
venom and bee venom have had 
their advocates. Sulfa drugs and 
penicillin have had their day. 
Vitamin dosing, sulfur, dietary 
fads, endocrine preparations—doc- 
tors have tried them all. They’ve 
injected typhoid serum, and they’ve 
injected milk. They’ve injected 
vaccines made of microbes from 
the sinus and tonsils and other foci 
of infection of other patients. 
They’ve induced fever with elec- 
tronic waves. Sometimes these 
things have helped; mostly they 
haven’t. Sometimes the improve- 
ment from fever therapy has been 
immediate and dramatic; pain 
abates, stiffness fades, swelling 
subsides; and in a few days they’re 
usually all back again. 


Prosasty the most promising 
specific treatment is injection of 
gold compounds. Nobody knows 
how they work. But back in the 
late twenties a Danish physician 
was fussing around with them as a 
cure for tuberculosis. A French- 
man, Jacques Forestier, heard 
about it. Because he erroneously 
believed arthritis to be tuberculosis 


of the joints, he began injections to 
see what gold would do for ar- 
thritis. It was dangerous business. 
Gold was known to be highly toxic 
in the wrong doses, But Forestier 
went ahead. 

His results, as he reported them, 
were startling. Of 500 cases, three- 
fourths responded well. Half of the 
cases recently come down with the 
disease were “‘permanently cured.” 

Excited British physicians tried 
it and reported two out of three 
cured or remarkab y improved. 
Later, American physicians re- 
ported improvement in anywhere 
from 48 to 80 percent. This was 
something! 


Bur strangely, gold soon began 
to behave as had all other arthritis 
“cures.” The more it was studied 
the less striking were the results. 
By 1946 many rheumatologists 
were seeing “notable improve- 
ment” in only one case out of five, 
usually in early cases in which less 
toxic remedies work about as well. 
Even when the results were good, 
relapses were common when the 
injections were stopped; and re- 
sults from a second course of in- 
jections were not so good as from 
the first. 

Still, gold is the best single treat- 
ment we have. The thing is, we 
haven’t any treatment that is ade- 
quate alone, no cure in the sense

that we cure syphilis with penicil- 
lin, appendicitis with surgery.

Those dirt streaks aren’t nec- 


essary, and are easily overcome 


By David R. Koch 


Tue next time you and the fam- 
ily go for a ride around town, keep 
your eye out for white frame hous- 
es. On many of them you’ll notice 
streaks of dirt on the walls under 
windows and eaves. Maybe you 
don’t need to look far. These same 
streaks may disfigure your own 
home. 

What causes it? Rain water. 
Dust settles on roofs, window sills, 
and walls. It causes no discoloring 
until rain falls. Even dust-laden 
water will drip away harmlessly if 
eaves and sills provide for it. But 
on many homes, new and old, 
water runs down the walls and 
streaks appear (sketch 1). 

There are two solutions, since 

















water obviously won’t run uphill. 

If the undersides of window sills 
slant upward very slightly toward 
the house wall, water will collect 
at the end of the sills and drip off 
cleanly (sketch 2).

The other solution is the use of 
small moldings (sketch 3) which

being planned in their immediate 
vicinity. If you look like a man 
who knows how to measure, you 
will calm their fears and be less 
likely to receive undue scrutiny 
when you actually begin making 
a mess of things.

Basing my estimates upon some 
doubtful measurements I made, I 
procured some lumber.

Obviously this 
man knew there was some kind of 
a relationship between sawing 
straight and a square. Conse- 
quently, I was confronted at the 
outset with a man who knew more 
about what I was doing than I 
did.

Wuen I am working and anyone 
is so foolish as to use the pronoun 
“‘we,”’ I don’t ask questions. I co- 
amen: Consequently, I fetched 
the square. Immediately my neigh- 
bor began to place it against the 
4x4 and carefully measure. Then 
he drew lines until the 4x4 was 
encircled. 

“Now,” he said, “‘cut it.” 

“But,” I explained, “I don’t 
have to resaw that end. It was cut 
at the mill and I am going to use it 
as it is.” 

“Oh, you still have to square it,” 
he explained with some delight. 

So I began to square end after 
end. I use the term square in a

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21 posts cut only two were really 
squared—after I sawed them. 

Having determined the general 
area where the fence should go, the 
next step was to dig the postholes. 
These had to be 4 feet deep. After 
a search I bobbed up with a gar- 
den trowel and a shovel suffering 
from a broken handle. After the 
first hole I prevailed upon a neigh- 
bor who had deep understanding 
to loan me a posthole digger. Now 
a good tool makes a hard job easier. 
I pitched headlong into my work 
(rather dark in those holes, I 
found). My neighbors were as- 
tounded at the terrific energy I dis- 
played. Several suggested I could 
sell an endorsement to a breakfast- 
food concern. In little over a month 
from the day I started I had the 21 
holes dug. Really an astounding 
feat. 


Au that one needs to get the 
fence post properly aligned so that 
the pickets will appear to be rea- 
sonably straight when attached is 
(1) a long cord, and (2) a neighbor 
that knows how to line up posts. 

After setting the post in the hole 
and adjusting it correctly, the next 
job is to fill in earth around it. My 
neighbor firmly believed that it 
was more efficient to run water into 
the hole while filling than to fill it 
dry and tamp. By so stating I do 
not wish to become entangled in 
the wildly raging conflict between 
waterers and tampers. There is 
merit to both schools of thought. 
A tamper regards a waterer as an 
overgrown child who likes to play 
with wet mud, whereas a waterer 
thinks that a tamper is a man with- 
out the basic knowledge of science. 

Peculiarly enough, after you 
have installed the post, the earth 
you removed will not fill the hole 
despite the presence of a 4x4 in the 
hole. Since this problem did not in- 
volve the curvature of the earth— 
the extent of my scientific know- 
ledge—I had to haul earth to fill 
up the hole without knowing why 
I had to do so. This obviously re- 
sults in a discontented worker, and 
if you contemplate hiring men to 
build your fence, find out the an- 
swer to this one for good employer 


psychology. 


Ar TER the posts were all set, my 
neighbor, who by this time was the 
keyman in the project, pointed out 
that “‘we” (I love that word) 
would have to cut 10 inches off 
each post. The reason was that 
these posts were already 4 feet 
above the ground and would be 
raised two inches more by the 
2x4’s. Furthermore, the top of the 
pickets had to be 8 inches above 
the 2x4. Naturally, I considered 
this a reflection on my good judg- 
ment. However, I relented when 
he pointed out that I was building 
a fence and not a baseball park. 

By my best count, at least 
100,000 pickets were nailed one by 
one. These immediately increased 
like rabbits to about 500,000 when 
painting began. 

There is, as Aesop pointed out, 
a moral to everything. So you want 
to build a fence, do you? Well, find 
someone to do it for you. Or better 
yet, listen to repeated renditions of 
“Don’t Fence Me In” and then 
abandon the whole idea.
